MORE HOUR, 


Aldermen Fix Closing Time 
at 1 A. M.; Order Screens 
Blinds Removed 

* After That. 


FINAL VOTE IS 42 TO 93. 


Other Ordinances Adopted For- 
bid “Can Rushing” by Chil- 
dren and Increase the 
Mayor’s Power. - 


At an exciting session, punctuated by much 
spectacular speechmaking, the city council 
last night enacted important legislation re- 
lating to saloons. Three ordinances were 
adopted and there is said to be no doubt the 
mayor will sign all of them. As a result of 
the action: 

The hour for saloon closing in the future will 
be 1 a. m. instead of midnight. 

After that hour saloons must remove all blinds 
and screens and keep a bright light burning with- 
in. 

“Can rushing’ by children sent to saloons 
by their parents after beer or any liquor is for- 
bidden. 

A fourth ordinance giving the mayor great- 
er power in revoking licenses received a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, but, not getting the 
thirty-six votes necessary to pass an ordi- 
nance, it failed. The stirring session lasted 
five hours—until after midnight. 


Jackson’s Substitute Adopted. 

The enactment allowing saloons to keep 
open an hour after midnight was a substitute 
offered by Ald. Jackson for the Ehemann 
ordinance, which aimed to provide a way 
for their remaining open all night. It was 
an amendment to the present code, and 
reads: 

“No person shall keep open any s8a- 
loon, barroom, or tippling house during 
the night between the hours Of 1 a 
m. and 5 a. m., under a penalty of not less 
than $20 nor more than $100.”’ 

The “ blind and screen” ordinance, one 
of those recommended by the graft com- 
mittee, was passed to make the 1 o'clock 
closing ordinance effective. Its object is to 
give the patrolman a clear view of the inside 
of the saloon after the closing hour, so that 
if any persons are within drinking he can 


The “can rushing” ordinance, another 
“ graft committee’ one, was passed with 
little opposition. The saloon interests them- 
selves approved it, and aldermen like John 
Powers made speeches in favor of it. 

** Keep the children out of saloons,’ was 
their cry, and they declared all decent saloon- 
keepers were in favor of it. 


Council Chamber Crowded. 

The was crowted. “Tha

Desperate Oratorical Battle. ; 

The ordinance as passed was the issue ofa 
desperate oratorical battle waged by the op- 
posing factions for nearly three hours, and 
enlivened by the employment of every re- 
source known to parliamentary strategy. 

Shortly after 8:30 o’clock the Ehemann or- 
dinance came before the council as a special 
order. Ald. Hunter immediately moved to 
re-refer the measure together with the three 
other saloon ordinances to the committee on 
licenses, from which they were reported a 
few weeks ago. His motive for this request, 
he stated, was that the interests opposed to 
the Ehemann ordinance had not had the 
proper hearing before the committee. 

Ald. Ehemann replied with a protest and 
the demand that the discussion of the mid- 
night closing question be immediately dis- 
posed of by the council. 


Ehemann Champions His Plan. 

‘‘T have submitted a petition to this council 
signed by 200,000 persons who believe this 
question should be settled at once,’’ shouted 
Ald. Ehemann, who had risen from a sick 
bed to champion his measure. ‘ This ordi- 
nance as drawn does not interfere with the 
rights of any citizen. If any section of the 
city prefers that the saloons of that neigh- 
borhood should not be open after midnight 
they do on need to have them so. This ordi- 
nance provides that a saloonkeeper in a res- 
idence quarter cannot get a license for after 
midnight until he has secured the consent of 
a majority of the residents of his voting pre- 


cinct.”

PERMIT TILL JAN. 1. 


Council Gives It to City Railway 
and Exacts Higher License, 


Allowed to String Wires from Eight- 
eeuth Street North. 


An extension of its ordinances until Jan. 1 
next was granted the Chicago City railway 
by the city council last night. It will also 
be allowed to extend its Indiana avenue 
trolley in Wabash avenue from Eighteenth 
street north and around the loop, so as to 
bring tltose cars downtown independently 
of the grips. 

On the other hand the company agrees to 
pay the city for the period $100 instead of 
$50 a car license fee, an amount figured at 
$75,000 to $80,000, and to have the new trolley 
line permit terminable at any time, at the 
will of the mayor or the council. 

When Ald. Bennett called up the ordinance 
Ald, Foreman moved that the $100 a cara 
year license fee be made to read for cars 
actually in use, no matter whether they 
made one or the full thirteen trips a day, 
and Ald. Scully wanted to lay it on the 
table. He said it was not enough, and de- 
clared the privileges asked for were worth 
$2,000 a day, and should be paid for ac- 
cordingly.

NEGRO URGES EXILE. 


Colored Bishop Advises His 
_ Race to Quit the United States. 


NATION IS UNGRATEFUL. 


Declares Blacks Bled for Country 
Which Now Spurns Them. 


New York, March 14.—[{Special.]—Bishop 
William Benjamin Derrick, who has been 
the presiding bishop of the New York dio- 
cese of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church for four years, told his congregation 
the best thing for the negroes to do is to 
leave this country as soon as possible. 

He said that he is now tired for America, 
and that he yearns for Africa. He spoke to- 
day to the members of the conference at the 
Bridge Street church. He said in part: 

‘“*I shortly will have to take up my bed 
and walk, and I am here to pay you my last 
visit. I believe that across the seas there 
is a wider and better work for me. Every 
manly negro must feel the weight that he 
has to bear in this country, and must grieve 
over the conditions that confront his race 
here, 

Nation Proves Ungrateful. 

“Two hundred thousand negroes stood up 
against the enemies of this country who had : 
taken the nation by the throat and tried to 
crush it to death. It was the negroes that 
tore the hands of secession and the shackles 
of treason. Forty-two years ago I stood ' 
ankle deep in blood in the fight between the 
Merrimac and the Monitor, and the blood of | 
my comrades flew upon me when they were 
slaughtered in the defense of this nation, and 
yet it, although we fought to save the Amer- 
ican flag, déclares we are not citizens and 
affords us no protection. 

. “We cannot help feeling bad over the situa- 
tion. This is no country-for us. 

“I do not advocate retaliation, but wes 
should stand up manfully and protest and 
appeal to the few friends that we have left, 
to see to it that we get justice while here. 


Does Not Urge Retaliation. 


“TI will not tell you to retaliate, for tha: 
would be advising you to be brutes. It woulda 
be promoting the brutality of the whites. 
We are human beings with souls and we 
believe that God is just. The pulpits must 
be aroused in this matter and we should 
through our pulpits make a manly demand 
for justice from those who are just. 

“But we cannot win by advocating peace 
and brotherly love, for as soon as the negroes 
show this spirit the white man says that he 
is a coward. The manly man strikes back 
when struck.” 


GRAND CROSSING HALL BURNS.

Several lives were endangered late last 
night by a fire which practically destroyed 
the old-Masonic hall, at Grand Crossing, 
Seventy-sixth street, near Ellis avenue.

RUSSIA'S FLEET 
SEEKING BATTLE, 


Port Arthur ‘Squadron Walts 
Outside Harbor with Steam 
Up and Ghannel Blocked. 


ZAR MAY ORDER A RETREAT, 


Latest Plans Said to Include Falling 
Back to Mukden, While Army 
of 500,000 Is Ready. 


JAPS EXPECTED AT NEWCHWANG, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 15, 3 a. m.—Vice Admiral 
Makaroff, after taking the Port Arthur fleet 
outside the harbor, has blocked the entranes 
by sinking four steamers and is waiting, 
with steam up, to do battle with the Japanese 
fleet. 

This is the news brought during the night 
from Newchwang and Yinkow. 


Told on Russian Authority. 

The authority for the statement is WM, 
Murmurein, secretary to the governor of 
Dainy, who left Port Arthur last Friday to 
buy stores at Newchwang. The correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mail quotes him as saying 
that after the removal of the sunken battle- 
ship Retvizan Vice Admiral Makaroff caused 
four steamers, the Harbin, Hailar, Ninguta, 
and Sungari, to be anchored in chosen posi- 
tions at the entrance to the harbor and then 
sunk, leaving only a small channel avail- 
able. The vice admiral then ordered the 
whole fleet to remain outside with steam up, 
economy of coal being unnecessary. 


May Mean a Battle. 

Such action is interpreted by naval ex< 
perts in London as indicating an intention 
to give battle to the Japanese fleet, inasmuch 
as remaining at anchor outside the harbor 
inactively would imply a repetition of Ad- 
miral Starks’ error and invite fresh ‘dig- 
asters. The semi-blocking of the entrance 
is assumed to have been for the purpose 
of preventing the Japanese torpedo boat de- 
stroyers entéfittg as they did at Weihat- 
wei in the war with China. That Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroff intends to force the fighting 
is, according to other dispatches, the gen~ 
eral conviction of the Russians at Yinkow. 


Rumor of Dalny’s Fall. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Tokio correspondent 
sends an unconfirmed rumor to the effect that 
Japanese marines have landed and occupied 
Dalny. 

This report, however, must be accepted 
with reservation. | 
_ The Newchwang correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says that M. Murmerin, secretary 
to the governor of Dalny, denies the reported 
bombardment of Dalny. He‘said two Jap- 
anese battleships, two cruisers, and two tor 
pedo boats approached the mouth of Dainy 
bay last Thursday, but were afraid to enter 
because there were nearly 400 mines there. 
They shelled Sansantao island, destroying 
the quarantine quarters, the hospital, and 
some residences, but, as the place was not 
fortified and as there is not a soldier there, 
there was no resistance.

WILL NOT NEED DOCKING 


Admiral Togo Tells of Efforts to 
Save Sailors from Enemy’s 
‘Sinking Torpedo Boat.

Japan to Reward a Hero, . 

Engineer Minamisawa, the heroic officer 
of the torpedo boat destroyer Kasumi, who 
is not likely to recover from his many 
wounds, has been honored for his gallantry. 
He has been given the Order of the Kyte, 
the Order of the Rising Sun, and promoted 
from engineer to chief engineer. 

The Order of the Kyte is the Japanese 
equivalent of the British Victoria cross and 
the American “medal of honor. Chief En- 
gineer Minamisawa is the first to whom the 
Kyte has been awarded for heroism in war. 


Russians Die to Avoid Capture. 

A supplementary report from Vice Admiral 
Togo, concerning the effort made by the 
crews of the J ese torpedo boat destroy- 
ers in action Port Arthur on the 10th inst. 
to rescue the crews of the disabled Russian 
torpedo boat destroyers, reached here today. 

Captain Shojiro Asai, commanding the flo- 

tilla of torpedo boat destroyers, states that 
the Japanese would have been able to rescue 
many more of the enemy but for the deadly 
ffre of the shore batteries and the close ap- 
proach of the Russian cruiser Novik. 
The report also explains that four men res- 
cued were not part of the crew of the Stere- 
guschtchi as originally reported. When the 
Japanese rescuers reached the Steregusch- 
tchi only the dead rethairied on board and it 
is believed that ¢the living members of the 
crew jumped overboard and perished in the 
sea. 

Three of the rescued Russians are engineers 
and the fourth is a torpedo operator. Two 
of the captives were slightly wounded. They 
were all placed on board of a Japanese battle- 
ship and were given food andmedicine. _ 


Japs Bury Russian Dead. 

» Salvers working in the Variag at Chemulpo 
found the bodies of two Russian sailors. 
They were taken ashore, and the captains 
of the Hatsuse and Asama conducted burial 
services today.

** Our express train travels slower than the 
slowest train in European Russia. At 
Irkutsk we met the first victims of the war— 
women and children trying to get back to 
European Russia.

SAYS COREA MUST BE RUSSIAN. 


Kouropatkin, En Route to the Front, 
Tells What His Country In- 
tends Doing. 


PARIS, March 16, 3 a. m.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Echo de Paris 
says that in the course of his conversations 
in the train while traveling feom Moscow 
Gen. Kuropatkin said that France, Germany, 
and Austria have agreed with Russia to pre- 
vent Great Britain intervening with another 
Berlin treaty, adding:

SUBMARINE BOAT PAILS, 


OF BRITISH BATTLESHIP : 


Which Attack Is Foiled by Most Sim- 
ple Device—Small Picket Vessels 
Sent Out to Watch for Periscopes 
of Assatiants and Then Capture 
Them—Counter Move Entirely Suc- 
cessful.

‘LONDON, March 14.—The success achieved, 
according to the arbiters, by the submarines 
against battleships last week was not re- 
peated today, when the prince of Wales wit- 
nessed a renewal of the battle between these 
vessels, as one of the submarines was cap- 
tured in a net hy a battleship picket ‘boat. 
For four hours the prince was a spectator in 
the grim engagement, in which nearly a dozen 
battleships and cruisers and about twenty- 
five torpedo craft took part. The. Daily Tele- 
graph correspondent says the war formation 
was excellent and much like that of Admiral 
Togo in his most recent attack upon Port 
Arthur. 

The destroyers were to deal with the tor- 
pedo craft guarding the entrance to Ports- 
mouth, while the two advanced. cruisers 
watched the effect of the bombarding fire of 
the battleships as they. put in shells at long 
range against the fortifications ashore with 
the double object of injuring the guns and 
emplacements and demoralizing the defend- 
ing force. i 

Smaller Craft Get Busy. 

The battleships kept far out to sea, but 
with feverish haste the destroyers. and two 
cruisers drew in towards the defending flo- 
tilla. While these vessels were rushing for- 
‘ward to the attack the battleships were seen 
to drop picket boats. It was difficult to fol- 
low the remainder of the maneuvers, but 
it was evident the submarines today failed 
to get at the battleships, though the sub- 
marines claimed to have sunk one destroyer. 

While this little action was being fought 
another and more dramatic contest was tak- 
ing place in another and more easterly part 
of the maneuvers, where the battleships, as 
already stated, had mysteriously dropped 
picket boats. Admiral Wilson's ingenious 
expedient for fishing for submarines proved 
completely successful. 


Go After the Periscope. 

The officers on the picket boats attached to 
one of the nets saw a periscope moving on 
the face of the water and they maneuvered 
so as to make the net bar its progress. A 
few minutes later a straining at the hawser 
told them they had stopped the career of the 
submarine Immediately the boat altered its 
course so as completely to envelope the un- 
fortunate underwater craft in the net. 

The maneuver was crowned with success, 
and the poor little vessel found iteeif in the 
toils, and as the hawser had carried away 
the periscope, its sole méane of seeing what 
was happening on the surface, the crew 
could do nothing but await developments 
How it was managed is not known, but the 
submarine was raised to the surface and the 
startling experience of the crew wae ex- 
plained. The officera will not soon forget 
how they were caught like fish in a cleverly 
planned steel sieve. 


New Plans for German Navy.

terially to increase the German navy. The 
government proposes to introduce a bill in 
the .reichstag in the course of the present 
year supplementing the celebrated naval 
bill of 1900, which was thought to represent 
all that it was proposed to construct until 
1917. As far as has been at present deter- 
mined additions will be made principally 
with a view to strengthening the home squad- 
ron and the first division, which by the law 
of 1900 were to consist of thirty-four battle- 
ships and twenty-two cruisers. The immedi- 
ate reason which has induced the government 
to alter its program is the experience of Rus- 
sia in recent events in the far east, which 
have deeply impressed naval experts with 
the necessity for insuring the power of the 
navy particularly as regards battleships. 
Another reason is that the ministry by the 
repeal of the Jesuit law last week knows 
that it can count on a heavy vote from the 
Catholic party in the reichstag in support 
of the scheme. 


CANADA GROWS INDEPENDENT. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier Says Dominion Will 
Not Make Any Further Advances 
to United States. 


“Ottawa, Ont., March 14.—In connection with 

the address in reply to the speech from the 
throne in the house today Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
said that Canada had decided not to again 
call the joint high commission, and would 
make no more advances of any kind to the 
United States. Whatever was done in that 
direction would have to originate with the 
United States. 


SEVENTY-EIGHT MISSING AT SEA. 


British Steamer Aramac Wrecked Near 
Australia and Many Persons Not 
Accounted For, 


BRISBANE, Queensland March 14.—The 
British steamer Aramac was wrecked on the 
Break Sea spit off Queensland on Sunday. 
Four boats, containing seventy-eight per- 
sons, are missing. It is believed that these 
boats were not provisioned.

POOLROOM RAIDS. 
Four ‘Bookmakers Are ‘Ar- 


‘rested and Mont Tennes’ 
License Is Revoked. 


MAYOR DETECTS A TRICK. | 


‘Den at 5 Calhoun Place, Where 


_,Clerks Gamble on Races, 
Finally Closed. 


.The first day of the police campaign 
against poolroom gambling brought the ar- 
rest of four alleged bookmakers and the sec- 
ond revocation of the licenge of the “* Mont” 
Tennes saloon at 128 Clark street. 

Guided by the information and the picture 
| published in Tum TRIBUND, patrolmen raided 


the poolroom at 5 Calhoun place. The com-. 


ing of the police, however, was known in 
advance to the gamblers and the place was 


found deserted of bettors. A man, who gave’ 


the name of Frank Calhoun, was discovered 
hiding behind a screen and was arrested 
charged with operating the handbook. The 
same detail raided three other resorts, ar- 
resting WilMam Myers, at 178 Randolph 
street, and B. R. Schmeling, at3 Clark street, 
and Daniel Miller, at 11 Clark street. 


Catch Tennes in Trap. 

The revocation of the Mont Tennes saloon 
license was the result of the discovery last 
week that the back room of the saloon still 
was sheltering a handbook. Ina raid Mont 
Tennes himself was caught. The incident, 
revealed to the mayor a suspicious situa- 
tion, Some time ago Tennes’ license was re- 
voked for the offense of conducting a hand- 
book. In apparent resignation the gambler 
announced the sale of his saloon to M. A. 
Jockum, whoobtained a new license in his own 
name, In the police raid it was discovered 
that the back room had been partitioned off 
from the bar, with the only entrance through 
the -adjoining ‘barber shop.’ Investigation 
convinced the mayor. that Tennes had not 
sold the saloon but had placed Jockum there 
as part of a subterfuge for securing another 
license. 

Since the inauguration of the mayor’s 
stringent policy of license revocation, the 
handbooks practically have been driven 
from the barrooms. As a result, many sa- 
loons, bereft of the gambling adjunct, now 
are losing ventures. 


Telephones and the Gamblers. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler, who has been 
ordered to clean out the handbooks, spent 
yesterday studying the situation. He dis- 
covered that most of the 500 handbooks in 
the city now are located in inconspicuous 
rooms in office and flat buildings, where 
they pass as the headquarters of “ invest- 
ment brokers.’’ The handbooks rely for their 
race results on the service of the Chicago 
Telephone company, the information being 
received from the telegraph wires at Long 
Beach, Ind., and transmitted to the Chicago 
handbooks through several “clearing 
houses.”’ 

The assistant chief. is investigating the 
extent to which he may use his power in de- 
priving the gamblers of the telephone 
service, which is clearly a means adopted by 
the pool sellers to circumvent the ticker or- 
dinance prohibiting the dissemination of rac- 
ing news by telegraph. At present he is 
seeking -to determine the legal responsibility 
of the telephone company as a party to an 
evasion of the law. The officers contend 
that they are not responsible for the business 
transacted over their wires. 


Ald. Badenoch presented to the council last . 
evening a resolution, which was adopted, ree, 
citing that it is commonly reported that tele- | 


phones are used by poolroom proprietors to 
prosecute their business, ang asking the 
police to report to the council how the prac- 
tice can be stamped out. 


Waukegan Alderman in Crusade, 

Waukegan, Ill., March 14.—[{Special. ]—Ald. 
BE. H. Amet, who is trying to suppress$ gam- 
bling and other evils from getting ahead 
here, says he is denied police aid. Last Sat- 
urday night he found a gambling house and, 
although he asked Mayor Pearce, Chief of 
Police Tyrrell, and some of the policemen to 
make a raid, he says he was unable to secure 
their help. 

Mayor Pearce says he has issued orders 
that gambling be stopped and expects the 
police to enforce fit.

Ald, Kunz here gained the floor and em- 


barked on an effort of oratorical magnifi- 
cence, 

“* Seven years ago,” he said, “ the people of 
Chicago elected you, Mr. Mayor, 
they believed they would then oe in this 
city a wide open city.” 

The council went into paroxysms a laugh- 
ter, and even the mayor dropped his gavel 
and threw back his head and laughed him- 
self red in the face. 

*“ Don’t blush, Mr. Mayor,” 
Kunz. “ That belief on the part of the people 
helped defeat the republican party at the 
polls. Mr. Mayor, you know it well. Are 
you afraid to go on record,” pursued the 
alderman, turning to the council, “ to go on 
record to say whether you represent your 
constituents or the prohibitionists in Chi- 
cago? Take Cincinnati, St. Louis, and even 
the small village of Milwaukee, and you will 
find the saloons open all night. 

“The saloons should be open all night so 
that night workers can get the stimulants 
they need for their work. The question is 
between the personal liberty people and 
those who believe in running Chicago like a 
country village. Let us grant some rights to 
the workingman to whom the saloon is a 
club and who has no wine cellar from which 
he may regale himself when the day is done. 
Why should we deprive him of the rights we 
allow the Union League and the Chicago 


club?” 
Parliamentary Tangle. 

After this the council. got into a parliia- 
mentary tangle. Ald. Patterson moved that 
the committee amendment probibiting can 
rushing and the sale of liqu to minors 
be excluded from Ald. Hunter’s motion and 
voted upon at once. 

Ehemann moved to lay Patterson's motion 
on the table, declaring that his ordinance 
had the right of way as a special order. 
After a heated discussion between the mayor 
and several aldermen on the point, Ehemann 
took another tack and moved that his ordi- 
nance also be excluded from Hunter’s mo- 
tion along with the can rushing amend- 
ment. 

Ald. Alling met this move with a motion 
to table Ehemann’s motion. If carried Ehe- 
mann’s motion would have had the effect 
of bringing the Ehemann ordinance before 
the council, whatever the fate of Hunter’s 
motion, and. therefore Alling’s motion 
brought the matter to a crisis. 


Roll Call for Test Vote. 
Arollcall was demanded, as it was seen that 
the result would be a test of the feeling of 
the council on the whole subject. Alling’s 
motion to table was carried by a vote of 87 
to 28, the vote being as follows:

Ald. Patterson's motion was then quickly 
tabled, and Hunter again demanded a roll 
call on his motion to re-refer the saloon or- 
dinances. It was lost by a vote of 30 to a5. 


Jackson Offers Substitute. 


At this juncture a compromise movement 
appeared in the shape of a substitute amend- 
ment for the Hhemann ordinance, which was 
introduced by Ald. Jackson. It provided for 
the amendment of the present saloon ordi- 
nance to extend the closing time from mid- 
night tola.m. In support of this substitute 
Ald. Jackson said: 

“The midnight closing ordinance has not 
been enforced because each administration 
has known that the saloon interests could 
turn the balance of power in such a way as 
to insure that the enforcement would end 
with that administration. But I am reliably 
informed that the brewery interests approve 
of 1 o’clock closing. Harry Rubéns is my 
authority for that statement.” 

By this time the personal liberty advocates 
looked upon the Jackson substitute as a wel- 
come compromise, and Ald. Ehemann an- 
nounced his acceptance of the substitute. 
But still the oratorical battle raged on, 


Ald. Carey’s Masterpiece. 


Ala& “‘Tom”" Carey raked the “ reform- 
ers,’’ as he called them, and the mayor fore 
and aft. He declared there was no place for 
“dives ” in Chicago if the mayor saw fit to 
drive them out. Referring to the people who 
are fighting saloons, he said: 

‘Their sorrows are lined with beers and 
whiskies. Of course, the goody-goodys and 
the high toned want the saloons closed. 
Now, there is nothing tn the law that com- 
pels them to go into saloons. I would like to 


‘see this question put to a vote of the people. 


I come from a district where thousands of 
men work at night, andlam heartily in favor 
of giving them a chance to get their midnight 
beer. They want it, they need it, and they 
don’t sneak out of. back doors or through 
dark alleys to get it. 


Workmen vs. Tax Dodgers. 

“TI want to say to these people in the gal- 
leries that they have no right to prevent 
those men having their beer. Who are some 
of the people that have been flooding this 
city with dodgers and pamphlets? Why, they 
are tax dodgers. I got a letter from one 
of them the other day and I know that he 
tries to evade paying his taxes. 

“ But the saloonkeeper has to pay his tax. 
He couldn't evade it if he wanted to. There 
has been a lot of talk about saloon dives. I 
insist that if any saloonkeeper wants to run 
a dive he ought to be closed up. There is no 
room in this city for dives if the mayor wants 
to keep them out.” 

At this point Ald. Foreman moved the 
previous question, shutting off the debate, 
and it was carried. Then came another test 
vote. It was on Ald. Palmer’s motion to 
table the amendment offered by Ald. Jackson, 
fixing the closing hour at 1 a. m. 

As the roll call proceeded, however, sev- 
eral of the aldermen who had not talked 
as much as they desired took occasion to 
The opportunity thus 
offered precipitated a sharp tilt between Ald. 
Alling and Jackson. 


Cheers Greet the Vote. 

The roll call on passage was concluded amid 
deep silence, but when the chairman an- 
nounced that the vote stood 42 yeas and 23 
nays and that the ordinance had passed part 
of the crowd sent up a mighty cheer. Ald. 
Powers tried to have the “can rushing” 
ordinance made a special order for the next 
regular meeting, but the majority insisted 
that the whole saloon question be closed.

COUNCIL STARTS MOVEMENT 


TO LOWER RIVER TUNNELS. 


Ald. Bennett Introduces Project—Com- 
mittee Called On to Supply Informa- 
tion on the Subject. 


Action looking toward lowering the river 
tunnels was taken by the city council last 
evening when an order presented by Ald. 
Bennett was passed. The preamble read: 

“ Whereas, It is the intention of this 
council that the obstructions to navigation 
caused by the tunmele under the river shall 
be removed at the earliest possible moment 
consistent with matured plans.” 

The committee on local transportation was 
called on to report whether the tunnels can 
be lowered so they can be used afterwards, 
whether any parts of the present structures 
can be utilized in the new ones, as to the 
legal status as to the tunnels between the 
city and the Union Traction company, and 
whether if the cables are taken out of the 
tunnels the bridges can carry the street car 
traffic. 

The Chicago Democratic club tried to take 
a hand in the plan of utilizing the water 
power of the drainage canal by presenting 
a petitiom that the mayor appoint a commit- 
tee of three akdermen to take .he matter up 
with the drainage trustees, but Ald. Blake 
explained that the finance committee of the 
council already had the case in hand and the 
petition was rejected, 31 to 25. . 

Public bath No. 3in the Twenty-ninth ward 
was named the “ William Mavor” in mem- 
ory of the former chairman of the finance 
committee. 

A petition from the First division of the 
Cook county W. C. T. U., protesting against 
the segregation of vice as recommended by 
the “ graft committee ” on the ground that 
“any licensing or regulation” was “ a back- 
ward step,” was sent to the license com- 
mittee. 

Corporation Counsel Tolman sent in an 
opinion that the council can require elevated 
roads to give “rain checks” in case of de- 
layed traffic. 3 

Ald. Foreman had passed an order on the 
béard of education to report the descrip- 
tion and value of all its vacant property suit- 
able for school purposes. ‘So the council 
can act intelligently in sanctioning the pur- 
chase of more sites,’’ explained the author. 

Aki. Raymer sent in an order to allow 
Johnsom Bros., 1654-60 Milwaukee avenue, to 
avade the building ordinance by dispensing 
with a brick dividing wall, which was agreed 
to, and Ald. Woodward got permission for all 
cottages not over two stories to use wooden 
shingles for roofing, providing they: were 
dipped in fireproof paint. 

On motion of Ald. Werno the counci! passed 
the new sidewalk ordinance after a motion 
to forbid the use of screened limestone in ce- 
ment sidewalks in place of torpedo sand had 
been beaten.

Having outlined these preliminaries, Jus- 
tice Harlan came immediately to the judicial 
consideration of the case, and practically in- 
digated. the decision of the court in the first 
a sentence of the opinion proper. In that sen- 
tence he said: 
In our judgment the evidence fully sustains the

That the constitutional guarantee of liberty of 
contract does not prevent congress from prescribing 
the rule of free competition for those engaged in 
interstate and international commerce. 

That under its power to regulate commerce among

Law Does Not Invade State Rights. 


Justice Harlan took up the contention of 
the counsel for the Securities company, and 
in presenting them said that, “‘ underlying, 
their argument is the idea that asthe North- 
ern Securities company is a corporation, and 
as its acquisition of the stock of the railroad 
companies is not consistent with the powers 
conferred by its charter, the enforcement 
of the act of congress as against these eor- 
porations will be in its operation an inter- 
ference by the natibnal government with the 
internal commerce of the states creating 
those corporations.” 

To this o tion Justice Harlan directed a 
large share oF his opinion, returning frequent 
ly during the course of his remarks to a 
presentation of the right of federal control 
over state direction in such cases. Speaking 
of the state's rights plea of the railroad rep- 
resentatives, he said: ‘ 

This view does not impress us. There is no rea- 
son to suppose that congress had any purpose to 
interfere with the internal affairs of the state, nor 
is there any ground whatever for the contention 
that the anti-trust act regulates their domestic 
commerce. By its terms the act regulates only 
commerce among the states and with foreigr 
states. Viewed in that light, the act must be 
respected. By the explicit words of the constitu- 
tion that instrument and the laws enacted by 
congress in pursuance of its provisions are the su- 
preme law of the land, “‘ anything in the constitu- 
tion or laws of any state to the contrary notwith- 
standing ’’—supreme over the states, over the 
courts, and even over the people of the United 
States, the source of all power under our govern- 
mental system in respect of the objects for which 
the constitution was ordained. An act-of congres# 
constitutionally passed under its power to reguiate 
commerce among the states and with foreign 
states is binding upon all, as much so as if it were 
embodied in terms in the constitution itself. Every 
judicial officer, whether of a national or a state 
court, is under the obligation of an oath to so 
regard a lawful enactment of congress: Not even 
a state, still less one of its artificial creatures, can 
stand in the way of its enforcement. If it were 
otherwise, the government and its laws might be 
prostrated at the feet of local authority. ; 


Individual Rights Not Harmed.

It is unnecessary in this case to consider such 
abstract general/ questions. The court need not 
now concern itsélf in them. They are not here to 
be examined and determined, and may as well 
be left for consideration in some cases necessarily 
involving their determination. 


Ownership Not Commerce. 

Justice Harlan also referred to the argu- 
ment that the position of the government 
amounts to declaring that the ownership of 
stock in a railroad corporation is in itself | 
interstate commerce and to other similar 
declarations, and, commenting upon these, 
he said: . 

We do not understand that the government 
makes any such contentions or takes any such 
positions as those statements imply. It does not 
comtend that congress may contro! the mere own- 
ership of stock in a stats corporation engaged in 
interstate commerce. It does not contend that 
congress can control the organization or mere 
ownership of state corporations, authorized by 
their charters to engage in interstate and inter- 
rational commerce. But it does contend that 
congress may protect the freedom of interstats 
cummerce by any means that are appropriate and 
that are lawful and not prohibited by. the constitu- 
tion. 

It does contend that no state corporation can 
stand in the’ way of the «nforcement of the na- 
ional will, legally expressed. What the govern- 
ment particularly complains of, indeed, all that 
it complains of here, is the existence of a com- 
bination among the stockholders of competing rail-. 
road cotmpanies which, in violation of the act cf 
congress, restrains interstate commerce through 
the agency of a common corporate trustee desig- 
nated to act for both companies in repressing free 
competition between them. ; 


Rights of Congress Clear. 


The opinion then takes up the right of con- 
gress to enact such legislation as the anti- 
trust law and goes into an inquiry as to how 
far the courts may go in order to give effect 
to such an act and to remedy the evils de- 
signed to be suppressed by it. Quoting the 
famous declaration of the court in the case 
of McCulloch vs. Maryland, that the gov- 
ernment ordained and.established by the 
constitution is, within the limits of the pow- 
ers granted to it, “‘ the government of all; 
that it represents and acts for all, and is 
supretne within its sphere of action,”’ Jus- 
«tice Harlan said it was the intention of legis- 
lation of this character to prescribe a rule 
for interstate and international commerce. 
which:should prevent vexation by combina- 
tions, conspiracies, or monopolies which re- 
strain commerce by destroying or restrict- 
ing competition. He then added: 

We say that congress has prescribed such a 
rule, because in all the prior casss in this court 
the anti-trust act has been construed as forbid- 
ding any combination which by its necessary op- 
eration destroys or restricts free competition 
among those engaged in interstate commerce; in 
other words, that to destroy or restrict free com- 
petition in interstate commerce was to restrain 

Now, can this court, in reason, say that such 

such commerce, 
a rule is prohibited by the constitution or is not 
one that congress could appropriately prescribe 
when exerting its power under the commerce 
chause of the constitution? Whether the free. op- 
eration of the normal laves of competition Is a 
wise and wholesome rule for trade and commerce 
is an economic question which this court need 
not consider or determine. 

Many persons, we may judicially know, of wis- 
dom, experience, and learning, believe that such 
a rule is more necessary in these days of enormous 
wealth than it ever was in any former period of 
our history; indeed, that the time has come when 
the public needs to be protected against the exac- 
tions of corporations wielding the power which 
attends the possession of unlimited capital. Be 
this as it may, congress has, in effect, recognized 

, the rule of free competition when declaring illegal 
every combination or conepiracy in restraint of 
inverstate and international commerce. 

If in the judgment of congress the public con- 
venience or the general welfare will be best sub- 
served when the natural laws of competition are 
left undisturbed by those engaged in interstate 
commerce, that must be, for all, the end of the 
matter, if this is to remain a govermment of 
laws, and not of men. 


State Does Not Give Authority. 


Taking up the contention that railroad cor- 
porations created under the laws of a state 
can be consolidated only with the authority 
of that state, Justice Harlac said that he 
could not understand why this suggestion 
was made in this case, and continued: 

There is no pretense that the combination here 
in question was under the authority of the states. 
under whose laws these railroad corporations were 


created. 

In the form of an interrogation he added: 

But even if the state allowed consolidation it 
would not follow that the stockholders of two or 
more state corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merece could lawfully combine and form a distinct 
corporation to hold the stock of the constituent cor- ° 
porations, ind, by destroying competition between 
them, restrain commerce among the states and 
with foreign nations. 

Many citations were given in response to 
this inquiry, all bearing upon the right of 
states to control their own domestic com- 
merce, but intended at the same time to show 
the authority which the states possess to 
guard the public against combinations which 
interfere with the operation of the natura’ 
laws of competition within state limits. He 
then quoted the case of Gibbons vs. Ogden, 
to the effect that “ the power over commerce: 
with foreign nations and among the several 
states is vested in congress as absolutely a= 
it would be in a single government having

Asks Limitation of Government. 
With this quotation as a text, Justice Har- 
lan proceeded with this interrogation: 


Is there, then, any escape from the conclusion 
that, subject to such limitations, the power of 
congress over interstate and international com- 
merce is as full and complete as is the power of 
any state over its domestic commerce? If a state 
may strike down combinations that restrain its 
domestic commerce, by destroying free competition 
among those engaged in such mmerce, what 
power, except that of congress, competent to- 
protect the freedom of interstate and interna- 
tional commerce when assailed by a combination 
that restrains such commerce by stifling competi- 


tion among those engaged in it? 


Anti;Trust Act Constitutional. 

At this point Justice Harlan announced 
the inability of the court to concur In the 
view that the anti-trust act is repugnant 
to the constitution of the United States. 

The contention of the defendants could not be 
sustained without in effect overruling the prio~ 
decisions of this court as to the scope and validity 
of the anti-trust act. If, as the court has held, 
congress can strike down a combination between 
private persons or private corporations that re- 
strain trade among the states,“in fron pipe or in 
tiles, grates, and ma@Wels, surely it ought not to be 
doubted that congress has power to declare illegal 
a combination that restrains commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations as carried on 
over the lines of competing railroad companies in 
the exercise of public franchises, and engaged in. 
such commerce. 

Preceeding further, in propounding this 
line of argument, he said: 

Indeed, if the contedtions ‘of the defendants are 
sound, why may not all the railway companies in 
the? United States, that are engaged, under state 
charters, in interstate and international com- 
merce, enter into a combination such as the one 
here in.question, and by the device of a holding 
corporation obtain the absolute control throughout 
the entire country of rates for passengers and 
freight, beyond the power of congress to protect 
the public against their exactions? The argument 
in behalf of the defendants necessarily leads to such 
results, and places congress, although invested by 
the people of the United States with full authority 
to regulate interstate and international commerce, 
in a condition of utter helplessness, so far as the 
protection of the public against such combinations 
are concerned. 

State Not Interfered With. 

Coming again to the consideration of the 
contention that interference by the federal 
government with the affairs of a state cor- 
poration. will. prevent the securities com- 
pany from exercising its functions and will 
be an invasion of the rights of the state 
under which the company was chartered, he 
said: 

** We cannot conceive how it is possible for 
any one to seriously cotemplate such a 
Continuing on this line, he 

We reject any such view of the relations of the 
national government and the states composing 
the union. It cannot be given effect without de- 
stroying the just authority of the United States. 
Every corporation created by a state is necessarily 
subject to the supreme law of the land. And 
yet the suggestion is made that to restrain @ 
state corporation from interfering with the free 
course of trade and commerce among the states, 
in violation of an act of congress, is hostile to the 
reserved rights of the states. . 

The federal court may not have power to forfeit 
the charter of the securities company; it may not 


- declare how its shares of stock may be transferred 


on its books, nor prohibit it from acquiring real 
estate “nor diminish or Increase its capital stock. 
All these and like matters’are to be regulated by 
the state which created the company. But to the 


end that effect be given to the national will, as 
‘Jawfully expressed by congress it may prevent 


that company, in its capacity as a holding cor- 
poration and trustee, from carrying out the pur- 
poses of a combination formed in restraint of in- 
terstate commerce. . 

The securities company is iteelf a part of that . 
It 
would be extraordinary if the court, in éxecuting 
the act of congress, could not lay hands upon that 
company and prevent it from doing that which, 
Upon like 
grounds the court, without interfering with the 
rights of any state, can, by appropriate orders, 
prevent the two competing railroad companies here 
involved from cotiperating with the securities com- 
pany in restraining commerce among the states. 

In short, the court may make any order necessary 
to bring about the dissolution or suppression of an 
illegal combination that restrains interstate com-. 
merce. All this can be done without infringing 
in any degree upon the just authority of states. 
The affirmance of the judgment below will only 
mean that no combination, however powerful, is 
stronger than the law or will be permitted to avail 
itself of the pretext that to prevent it doing that 
which, if done, would defeat a legal enactment of 
congress, is to attack the reserved rights of the 
states. 

It would mean that no device in evasion of its 
provisions, however skilifully such device is con- 


 trived, and no combination, by. whosoever formed, 


is beyond the reach of the supreme law of the 
land, if such device or combination by its opera- 
tion directly restrains commerce among the states 
or with foreign nations in violation of the act of 
congress. 

No Danger of Business Panic. 

Discussing the question as to the effect of 
the anti-trust law on financial interests, Jus- 
tice Harlan said the prediction had been 
made that disaster to business and wide- 
spread financial ruin would follow the execu- 
tion of its provisions, and! he sdded that such 
predictions had been made in connection 
with all preceding cases under that act, 
**but,”” he said, ‘they have not been veri- 
fied,”” and continued: 

It is the history of monopolies tn this country 
and in England that predictions of ruin are 
habitually made by them when it is attempted, by 
legislation, to restrain their operations and to 
protect the public against their exactions. In 
this, as in former cases, they seek shelter behind 
the reserved rights of the states and the con- 
stitutional guarantee of liberty of contract. But 
this court has heretofore adjudged that the act 
ef congress did not touch the rights of the states, 
and that liberty of contract did not involve the 
right to deprive the public of the advantages of 
free competition in trade and commerce. 

But, even if the court shared the gloomy fore- 
bodings in which the defendants indulge, it could 
not refuse to respect the action of the legislative 
branch of the government, if what it has done is 
within the limits of its constitutional power. The 
suggestions of disaster to business have, we ap- 
prehend, their origin in the zeal of parties who 
are opposed to e policy underlying the act of 
congress, or are interested in the result of this 
particular case. At any rate, the suggestions 
imply that the court may, and ought to, refuse 
the enforcement of the provisions of the act if, in 
its judgment, congress was not wise in prescrib- 
ing as a rule by which the conduct of interstate 
and international commerce is to be governed, 
that every combination, whatever its form, in re- 
straint of such commerce and the monopolizing or 
attempting to monopolize such commerce shal! be 
illegal. These plainly are questions as to the pol- 
icy of legislation which belong to the legislative 
Gepartment, and’ this court has no*® function to 
supervise such legislation from the standpoint of 
wisdom or policy. 


Investment Plea Baseless. 


Justice Harlan set aside as fallacious the 
argument that the acquisition of stock by 
the Northern Securities company was in the 
nature of an investment, saying that there 
had been no actual investment in any sub- 
stantial sense. In this conmection he re- 
ferred to Mr. Morgan as authority for the 
statement that the stock had been trans- 
ferred to the securities company merely for 
the purpose of suppressing competition, and 
in support of this statement quoted the testi- 
mony of Mr. Morgan, in which he had said 
that the securities company had been cre- 
ated a custodian because it had no other 

“ This,”’. said Justice Harlan, “ disclos 
the actual] nature of the transaction, whisk 
was only to organize the securities company 
as a holding company in whose hands, not 
as a purchaser or absolute owner, but sim- 
ply as custodian, were to be placed the 
stocks of the constituent companies.” 

Referring to the decree of the Circuit court, 
said that no valid objection 
cou made to it in form 

If there was a combination conspiracy 
violation of the act of between 
stockholders of the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific railway companies, whereby the North- 
ern Securities company was formed asa holding 
corporation, and whereby interstate commerce 
over the lines of the constitutent compames was 
restrained, it must follow that the court, in exe- 
cution of that act, may prohibit the parties to the 
combinaion from doing the specific things which 
being done would effect the result denounced by 
the act. To say that the court may not go that 
far is to say that it is powerless to enforce the 
act in question or to suppress the illegal com- 
bination, and is powerless to protect the rights of 
the public as against that combination. 


Circuit Court Is Upheld. 


Discussing the effectiveness of relief at the 
hands of the court he-quoted approvingly 
the disposal by the Circuit court of this 
point and continued: 

The Circuit court has done only what the actual 
situation demanded. Its decree has done nothing 
more than to meet thé requirements of the statute. 
It could not have done less without declaring its 
impotency in dealing with those who have violated 
the law. The decree, if executed, will destroy not 
the property Interest of the original stockholders 
of the constituent companies, but the power of the 
holding corporation, as the instrument of an il- 
legal combination to do that which, if done, would 
restrain interstate and international commerce. 
The exercise of that power being restrained, the 
object of congress will be accomplished; left un- 
disturbed, the act in question will be valueless for 
any practical purpose. 


Must Construe Criminal Feature. 
Attention also wae given to the argument 
that the anti-trust act must be strictly con- 
strued in its criminal features. Quoting a 


number of aythorities on this subject Jus- 
tice Harlan said: 


Guided by these lots’ shed rules of codn- 
etruction, it is manifest that,’ if the anti-trust 
act is held not to embrace a case stich as is now 
befone us, the plain intention of the legislative 
branch of the government will be defeated. If 
congress has not; by the words used in the act, 
described this and like cases, it would, we appre- 
hend, be tmpossible to find words that would 
describe them. This, it must be remembered, is 
a suit In equity, instituted by authority of con- 
gtess, ‘‘to prevent and restrain violations of the 
act,”’ and the court, in virtue of a well settled 
tule governing proceedings in equity, may mold 
its decree so as to accomplish practical results— 
such resulta as law and justice demand. The 
defendants have no just cause to complain of the 
= in matter of law, and it should be af- 

tmed. 

Justice Harlan in conclusion said: 


The judgment of the court is that the decree 
below be and hereby is affirmed, with liberty to 
the Circuit court to proceed in the execution of 
its decree as the circumstances may require. 


Justice Brewer Reasons Differently. 


Justices Brewer, * Brown, McKenna, and. 
Day concurred inthis opinion, and they, with 


Justice Harlan, constituting a majority of: 


the court, made it the opinion of the court. 
Justice Brewer, however, did not accept 
the reasoning of Justice Harlan in all its 
details, and therefore delivered a brief opin- 
ion of his own. .He expressed the opinion 
that some of the recent decisions of the court 
in anti-trust cases had gone too far, and after 
mentioning severally of them said: 


Instead of holding that the anti-trust act in- 
cluded all contracts, reasonable or unreasonable, 
in restraint of interstate trade, the ruling should 
have been that the contracts there presented were 
in themselves unreasonable restraints of interstate 
trade, and, therefore, within the scope of the act. 

Congress did not intend by that act to reach and 
destroy those minor contracts in partial restraint 
of trade, which the long course%of decisions at 
common law had affirmed were reasonable and 
ought to be upheld. The purpose rather was to add 
a statutory prohibition, which prescribed penalties 
and remedies, to, nullify those contracts which 
were in direct restraint of trade, unreasonable, 
and against public policy. Whenever a departure 
from common law rules and definitions is claimed 
the p e to make the departure should be 
clearly shown. Such a purpose does not appear, 
and such a departure was not intended. 

He also held that the general language of 
the act is limited by the power which the in- 
dividual has to manage his own property 
and determine the place and manner of its 
investment, saying on this point: 

Freedom of action in these respects is among the 
inalienable rights of every citizen. If, applying 
this to the present case, it appeared that Mr. Hill 
was the owner of a majority of the stock in the 
Great Northern railway company he could not 
by any act of congress be deprived of the right of 
investing his surplus means in the purchase of 
stock of the Northern Pacific railway, although 
such purchase might tend to vest in him through 
that ownership a control over both companies. In- 
other words, the right which all other citizens 
had of purchasing Northern Pacific stock could 
not be denied to him by congress because of his 
ownership of stock in the Great Northern com- 


pany. 
‘ Fine Point on Individual Rights. 


He contended, however, that the prohibi- 
tion of combinations is not at all incon- 
sistent with the right of an individual to pur- 
chase stock, and said that the transfer of 


. stock to the securities company was a mere 


incident. He also asserted that there is by 
this suit no interference with state power and 
on this point said: 


It is @ recognition rather than a disregard of 
such power. This merging of control and de- 
struction of competition was not authorized, 
but specifically prohibited by the state which cre- 
ated one of the railroad companies, and within 
whose boundaries the lines of both were largely 
located and much of their business transacted. 
It has been pointed out that the work which these 
two railroad’ companies were engaged in was 
jargely interstate commerce, a matter over which 
congress has control, and they were so situated 
that they were competitors in that business. 

It must also be remembered that under present 
conditions a single railroad is, if not a legal, large- 
ly a practical monopoly, and the arrangement by 
which the control of these two competing roads 
was merged in a.single corporation broadens and 
extehds such monopoly. I cannot look upon it as 
other than an unreasonable combination in re- 
atraint of interétate commerce—one in conflict 
with state law and within the letter and spirit 
of the statute and the power of congress, and 
therefore I concur in the judgneent of affirmance. 


VIEWS OF DISSENTING JUDGES. 


Chief Justice and Three Others Hold Se- 
curities Company Is Not Vio- 
lation of Law. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—The justices 
dissenting from the Northerg Securities de- 
cision of the majority of the court include 
Chief Justice Fuller and Justices White, 
Peckham, and Holmes. They presented two 
opinions giving their reaso for not agree- 
ing with the majority of the court in the de- 
cision reached. The first of these was deliv- 
ered by Justice Holmes and the second by 
Justice White. 

, Justice Holmes in his opinion contended 
that the anti-trust statute is of a criminal 
nature, and said: 


It is in vain to insist that ie not a criminal 
proceeding. The words cannot be read one way 
in a suit which is to end in fine and imprisonment, 
and another way im one which seeks an injuno- 
tion. I am no friend of artificial interpretations 
because the statute is of one kind rather than an- 
other, but all agree that before a statute is to be 
taken to punish that which always has been 
lawful, it must express its intent in clear words. 
So I say we must read the words before us as if 
the question were whether two small exporting 
grocers should go to jail. 

He conceded, he said, for the purpose of 
discussion that congress might take steps 
not only to regulate commerce but also to 
regulate instruments of commerce or con- 
tracts, the bearing of which upon commerce 
would be only indirect. But the mere fact 
of an indirect effect on commerce not shown 
to be certain, he argued, would not justify 
such a law. 

Referring to the contention as to the effect 
the acquisition of the stock of the Great 
Northern and the Northern Pacific railroad 
companies would have in preventing compe- 
tition between the two roads, Justice Holmes 
said: 

If such a remote result of the exercise of an 
ordinary incident of property and personal free- 
dom is enough to make that exercise unlawful, 
there is hardly any transaction concerning com- 
merce between the states that may not be made a 
crime by the finding of a jury or a court. The 
personal ascendency of one nian may be such that 
it would give to his advice the effect of a command, 
if he owned but a single share tn each road. The 
t&hdency of his presence in the stockholders’ meet- 
ings might be certain to prevent competition, and 
thus his advice, if not his mere existence, become 
‘a erime. 

Referring to the popular impression con- 
cerning the intention of the anti-trust law. 
Justice Holmes said: 

There is & natural feeling that somehow or other 
the statute meant to strike at combinations great 
enough to cause just anxiety on the part of those 
who love their country more than money, while it 
viewed such little ones as I have supposed with 
just indifference. This notion, it may be said, 
somehow breathes from the pores of the act, 
although it seems to be contradicted in every way 
by the words in detail. And it has occurred to me 
that it might be that when a combination reached 
a certain size it might have attributed to it more 
of the character of a monopoly merely by virtue 
of its size than would be attributed to a smaller 


one. 

I am quite clear that it is only In connection 
with monopolies that size could play any part. 
But my answer has been indicated already. In the 
first place size in the case of railroads is an in- 
evitable incident, and if it were an objection under 
the act, the Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific already were too great and encountered the 
law. In the next place in the case of railroads 
it is evident that the sizé of the combination 
is reached for other ends than those which would 
make them monopolies. The combinations are 
not formed for the purpose of excluding others from 
the field. 

Finally even a small railroad will have the 
same tendency to exclude others from its narrow 
area that great ones have to exclude others from 
@ greater one and the statute attacks the small 
monopolies as well as the great. The words of the 
act make such a distinction impossible in this case 
an@ it has not been attempted in express terms. 

He did not expect, he said, to hear it con- 
tended that Mr. Morgan could be sent to jail 
for buying in his individual capacity shares 
of stock of the two railroad companies, even 
if he bought them both at the same time and 
got more than half of the stock of each road. 
** Yet,”’ he said, “ unless I am entirely wrong 
in my understanding of what a combination 
in restraint of trade means, then the same 
monopoly may be attempted and effected by 
the individual, and is made equally illegal 
in the case by section 2.” 

He discussed at some length the effect of a 
partnership, and said that such a combina- 
tion is not a contract ar combination in re- 
straint of trade between the partners unless: 
words were to be given a new meaning for 
the purpose of this act, and he contended 
that there had been no reference to the sup- 
pression of competition in the transmissouri 
Gecision. “To suppress competition in that 
way,”’ he said, “is one thing; to suppress ir 
by fasion is another.” Continuing in this 
line, he said: 

The law says nothing about competition and 
only prevents its suppression by contracts or com- 
binations in restraint of trade, and such contracts 
or combinations derive their character as restrain- 


ing trade from,other features than the suppression 
of competition alone. ; 

Justice White’s opinion was of considera- 
ble length and required more than an hour 
for its delivery. He based his remarks upon 
what he said were the two principal ques- 

* tions at issue, which were: ‘ Does the anti- 
trust act when rightly interpreted apply to 
the acquisition and ownership by the North- 
ern Securities company of the stock, in the 
two railroads, and,-secondly, if it does, hdd 
congress the power’ to regulate or control 
such acquisition and ownership?” 

In considering the question of power he 
proceeded on the assumption that the anti- 
trust act forbids the acquisition of a majority 
of the stock of two competing railroads en- 
gaged in interstate commerce by a corpora- 
tion, but he held: that the point at issue 
really was whether congressional! supervis- 
ion extends to the regulation of the owner- 
ship of stock in railroads, which ts, he said, 
not commerce at all. He dwelt on the neces- 
sity for observing this distinction. 

*“ Does,”’ he went on, “ the delegation of 
authority to congress to regulate commerce 
among the states embrace the power to reg- 
ulate the ownership of stock in state corpo- 
rations because such corporations may be 
in part engaged in interstate commerce? 
Certainly not, if such question is to be gov- 
erned by the definition of commerce as given 
in the case of Gbbons vs. Ogden.” 


Ownership Is Not Traffic. 


He then announced his opinion to be that 
stock ownership in a state corporation can- 
not be said to be in any sense traffic between 
the states or intercourse between them. 
Power to control the ownership of interstate 
railroads he contended necessarily would 
embrace their organization. “ Hence it 
would result,” said the justice— 

That it would be In the power of congress to abro- 
gate every such railroad charter granted by the 
state from the beginning if congress deemed that 
the rights conferred by such state charters tended 
to restrain commerce between the states or, to 
create @ monopoly concerning the same. % 

Besides, if the principle be acceded to it must in 
reason be held to embrace every consolifation 
of state railroads which may do an interstate 
commerce business, even although such consoli- 
dation may have been expressly authorized by the 
laws of the states creating the corporations. 

It also, he argued, would overthrow every 

state law forbidding consolidation. 
' Justice White said that the evil sought to 
be remedied in this case is the restraint of 
interstate commerce. ‘‘ Yet the decree,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ whilst forbidding the use of stock by 
the Northern Securities company authorizes 
its return to the alleged conspirators, and 
does not restrain them from exercising the 
control resulting from the ownership. If the 
conspiracy and combination existed and was 
illegal my mind fails to perceive why it 
should be left to produce its full force and 
effect in the hands of the individuals by 
whom it was charged the conspiracy was 
entered into.”’ 

He contended that ownership by an indi- 
vidual is equally repugnant to the anti-trust 
act with ownership by a corporation. 

After quoting many authorities in support 
of his contention that the acquisition and 
ownership of stock in competing railroads 
organized under state law by several per- 
sons or by corporatiens isnot interstate com- 
merce, and therefore is not subject to the 
control of congress, Justice White said that 
the cases In the court are all consistent: 

If only the elementary distinction upon which 
they proceeded be not obscured—that is, the dif- 
ference which arises from the power of congress 
to regulate interstate commerce op the one hand 
and its want of authority on the other to regulate 
that which is not interstate. Indeed, the co®- 
founding and treating as one, things which are 
wholly different is the error permeating all the 
contentions for the government. 

Justice White took issue with the proposi- 
tion of the government that congressional 
power over interstate commerce includes au- 
thority to regulate the instrumentalities of 
such commerce and to regulate the owner- 
ship and possession of property if the en- 
joyment of such rights would enable those 
who possess them, if they engage in inter- 
state commerce, to exert a power over the 


same. 
Restates Same View. 


The proposition he asserted only states in 
another form that— 


The right to acquire the stock was interstate 
commerce, and, therefore, was within the authori- 
ty of congress, and is refuted by the reasons and 
authorities already advanced that the proposition, 
if adopted, would extend the power of congress to 
all subjects essentially local. Se clearly is this 
the result of the particular proposition now being 
considered that I again illustrate the subject. 

Under this doctrine the sum of property to be 
aequired by individuals or by corporaflons, the 
contracts which they would make would be within 
the :regulating power of congress. If the wage 
earner Organized to better his condition and cof- 
gress believed that the existence of such organiza- 
tion would give power, if it were exerted, to affect 
interstate commerce, congress could forbid the 


organization of alllabor associations. Indeed, the 
doctrine must, in reason, lead to a concession of 
the right in congress to regulate concerning the 


| aptitude, the character, and capacity of persons. 


MERGER SIDE ISSUE SETTLED. 


Appeal of Camille Weidenfeld Touching 
Conversion of Northern Pacific 
Stock Is Dismissed. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 14.—A decision dis- 
missing the appeal of Camille Weidenfeld 


| from a decree in the United States Circuit 
court dismissing the appellant’s intervening 


petition in the case of Peter Power against 
the Northern Pacific railway comnany was 
handed down by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals today. 

The suit originated in the District court of 
Hennepin county, Peter Power as the alleged 
owner of 100 shares of common stock in the 
Northern Pacific company seeking to obtain 
an injunction restraining the Northern Pa- 
cific company’s directors from entering into 
a combination with similar officers of the 
Great Northern and Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy roads to merge and conselidate the 
three systems, which were alleged to be par- 
allel and competing. Power also sought to 
restrain the Northern Pacific company from 
retiring its preferred stock, amounting to 
$75,000,000, alleging that this was being done 
in the interest of the alleged merger. 

The case was removed to the United States 
Circuit court, where the defendants conclu- 
sively showed that wer never owned any 
stock in the Northern Pacific and that he had 
no interest in any of the matters alleged in 
the complaint. 

Camille Weidenfeld, with the permission of 
the court, filed his intervening petition seek- 
in@ to have the retirement of the stock de- 
clared unlawful and fraudulent, and to have 
the Northern Pacific company declared 
guilty of having unlawfully consolidated its 
lines with thoge of the Great Northern. 

The decision is against the contention of 
the appellant at every point, the court holde. 


MOST RAILWAY OFFICIALS GLAD. 


All but Highest Traffic Men See Perma- 
nency of Positions as Result of 
Court’s Ryling. 


Ratilroad officials tn this city would make 
no comment on the Northern Securities 
merger decision yesterday. The presidents 
of most of the roads who would be in a po- 
sition to express an opinion in the matter 
are out of the city. The other officials hesi- 
tate to talk. 


It is known, however, that secretly all but 


the high salaried executive officers rejoice 
that the decision is against mergers. The 
consolidation of railroad systems has cost 
hundreds of railroad officials their positions. 
The consolidation of offices and departments 
of merged roads enabled them to dispense 
with the services of many officials and clerks, 
thereby effecting a great saving. 

Had the Northern Securities decision been 
favorable many of the roads would have 
been combined. These schemes, of course, 
will now have to be abandoned. It is not 
believed, however, that any of the existing 
large railroad systems will be disrupted, 
but parallel lines under one ownership will 
have to be operated under separate manage- 
ments. 

The decision is so sweeping that the opin- 
ion is freely expressed by traffic officials 


that if proceedings were Instituted against 


any of the existing railroad associations, the 
function of which is to fix uniform rates and 
secure their maintenance, the courte would 
rule them out of existence.

Right of the Government to Pass 
Laws Preventing Combinations in 
Restraint of Trade—Even Combines 
Between Private Manufacturers and 
Dealers May Be Prohibited—Decision 
So Piain It Cannot Be Misunderstood.

great co rations—the Wall street crowd, 
in through their lawyers, asserted 
that strict enforcement of the anti-trust 
law would bring disaster to business and 
widespread financial ruin. There was an ad- 
ditional thrill in the court when Justice Har- 
lan, in his most forcible manner, continued 
reading the decision, and said:

It is the history of 
monopolies in this country and England that 
predictions of ruin are habitually made by 
them when it is attempted by legislation to 
restrain their operations and protect the pub- 
lic against their exactions.”

Today's decision apparently puts the 
Northern Securities company out of busi- 
ness? and not only that but it seems to be so 
sweeping th its decision as to defy the lawyers 
to get around it. The Circuit’ court en- 
joined the Northern Securities company from 
acquiring any more stock of the Northern Pa- 
cific or Great Northern railroads, and the 
holding company was forbidden to vote the 
stock it now holds. The two railroad com- 
panies were forbidden themselves to permit 
the stock to be so voted, and were further- 
more forbidden to pay dividends to the 
Northern Securities company. 

Nothing in the decision of the court below 
prohibited the retransferring of the stock so 
as to take it back from the Northern Securi- 
ties company and place it once more in‘the 
hands of its original holders. 

The prohibition against the payment of 
dividends to the Northern Securities com- 
pany was suspended by Judge Sanborn, 
pending the appeal, but now that the Su- 
preme court has acted this injunction be- 
comes immediately in force, and the Morgan- 
Hill combination, from this time on, will be 
prevented from receiving any dividends on 
the stock it holds in the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern railroads. If it can re- 
ceive no dividend its ownership of the stock 
is worthless, and the only thing it can do 
will be to return it to the two railroads and 
take up and cancel the Northern Securities 
stock, which: was issued in| exchange for 
the railroad securities. Thus the holding 
corporation will be put out of business. 


. The understanding here-is that the reason 
why the decision had no effect upon the 
stock of the Northern Securities company 
lies in the fact that every share calls for an 
equal ‘amount of stock in one of the, two 
railroads, and. those two corporati are 
better off as independent companies than 
as mere creatures of the Morgan-Hill com- 
bination The . Supreme court decision, 
therefore, has not destroyed a dollar’s worth 
of property, but merely has prohibited the ex- 
tinction of competition between two rail- 
roads by declaring the Northern Securities 
company an illegal combination in restraint 
of trade 

There are some criminal provisions in the 
anti-trust law which can be readily appealed 
to if Morgan and Hill attempt to continue 
business. Therefore it is deemed likely that 
they will obey the decision of the court with- 
out hesitation and will endeavor to restore 
as nearly as possible the independence of 
the two railroads, which will have joint 
ownership as much now as ever before, but 
which will, not be under the direct control 
of a holding corporation. 


* 

Every one in and about the courtroom 
was so filled with admiration over the ex- 
traordinary clearness of the opinion and the 
far reaching commercial effect of the de 
cision of the court that it took several hours 
for statesmen to bring themselves to the con- 
templation of its political effect. It is the 
opinion almost unanimously, both of repub- 
licans and democrats, that today’s decision 
has strengthened the hands of President 
Roosevelt to an extrac: degree. In 
fact, it is the belief that the merger case 
will put it out of the power of the democrats 
to make any campaign at all on trust issues, 

The position of the republicans, as shown 
first by the settlement of the coal strike, and 
now by the initiation and successful con- 
clusion of the litigation over the Northern 
Securities merger, is felt to be impregnable 


dinary feature of the case also is that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt personally arranged the 
terms of arbitration which terminated the 
coal famine, and he was personally re- 
sponsible for the beginning of the litigation 
which has now wiped a great trust out of 
existence, and which in all probability will 
set the pace for the extinction of many 
other latter day combinations which are 
clearly in restraint of interstate commerce. 

Democratic leaders themselvés say, inas- 
much as President Roosevelt personally has 
been abused by Wall street for his stand in 
regard to the trusts, it is only fair that he 
should have the credit which comes from 
the decision of the Supreme court today, 
under which it is shown clearly that the posi- 
tion of the president was not only sound in 
law but was dictated by wise regard for the 
interests of the peoplb. 


Today’s decision was reached by a combi- 
nation of five republicans of the Supreme 
court—Harlan, Brown, McKenna, Day, and 
Brewer. Justice Brewer filed an individual 
opinion, in which he concurred with the de- 
cision, but differed with the opinion read by 
Justice Harlan in several respects, notably 
as to the right to restirct any combination 
in restraint of trade, whether it was reason- 
able or unreasonable. Justice Brewer, how- 
ever, of course, voted with the four others 
to sustain the general principles in every par- 
ticular. 

Of the four justices who were in the minor- 
ity only one was a republican, Justice Holmes 
of Massachusetts, while three of them were 
democrats, including Chief Justice Fuller, 
Justice Peckham, and Justice White. 

There probably was no thought of dividing 
on political ground among the members of the 
court and yet the fact that all the democrats 
in the Supreme court sided with the trust 
and against the people would seem to pro- 
hibit any attempt by the democrats in the 
next campaign to make any capital at all out 
of» the alleged willingness of their party to 
put down great trusts and corporations. 


* 


It was only natural that President Roose- 
velt should be overwhelmed and delighted at 
the decision of the court today, which was 
immediately telephoned to the White house. 
He probably had a private tip in advance, as 
most people had here, but even the president 
was not prepared for so sweeping a vindica- 
tion of his position, and it was not until.the 
text of the decision was brought to the 
White house that he was enabled to see how 
completely the court had justified all his 
acts.

WEBER AND FIELDS. 


The coming of “ Red Feather” to the II- 
lMnois theater last evening occasioned in- 
terest and pleasurable anticipation in a two- 
fold sense. First because it revealed for the 
first time here in stellar prominence Miss 
Grace Van Studdiford, a singer of proven 
worth, and, secondly, in that the opera was the 
latest composition of Reginald De Koven, a 
composer who has been responsible for con- 
siderable that has been satisfactory in the 
past. 

That all the anticipation was: realized can- 
not be said, for, while Miss Van Studdiford 
satisfied in marked degree, Mr. De Koven’s 
work suffered at times by comparison with 
his previous efforts. However, it is sub- 
ject for congratulation that the composer 
has endeavored to achieve something be- 
yond the musical comedy of the present, and 
has gone back to the seemingly decadent 
light opera, 

There is much that gratifies In this opera 
score, the ensemble numbers are invariably 
good, and there is no apparent attempt to 
sacrifice the artistic for the so-called popu- 


lar. 

Charles Klein is responsible for the book 
and he has not conceived a plot that be- 
wilders by its complications, but he has con- 
tributed a few clever lines and more that fs 
only mildly humorous. 

That Miss Van Studdiford would please was 
not doubted. Her voice is one of the most 
beautiful that the light opera stage can 
boast today. Superbly gowned, her every ap- 
pearance was a delight to the eye and the 
ear. Her opening solo had the most taking 
refrain in the score, but her most pleasing 
effort was “‘ Garden of Dreams.” Her act- 
ing was delightfully natural and her recep- 
tion most cordial. 

Some changes have been made in the cast 
since the production was originally made. 
Elise de Vere, a Parisian soubrettte, who 
was brought over to create the role of 
Fifine, the French milliner, and who won 
favor in the east, has been replaced by 
Floye Redledge. While Miss Redledge acts 
with spirit, sings pleasingly, and dances 
neatly, there is no suggestion of the sparkle, 
gayety, and vivacity which Mlle. de Vere !s 
said to have bestowed on the part, making 
it typical of her countrywomen. 

Of the remaining support Miss Tracey dis- 
played a contralto voice of richness and 
eweetnees and James E. Sullivan, on whom 
depended the lion’s share of the comedy ele- 
ment, accomplished everything in his droll 
manner and carried every point with his 
nudience. George J. Tallman was a manly 
and capable Capt. Trevor. 

The staging and costuming have been ar- 
ranged with an unusually lavish hand. The 
chorus is attractive physically and is vocal- 
ly competent. During the singing of ‘‘ The 
Humorous Ghost ” in the second act a weird

Henry Miller in Man Proposes. 

New York, March 14.—[Special.J—At the 
Hudson theater Henry Miller and his sup- 
porting company appeared im the four act 
comedy by Ernest Denny, “ Man Proposes. 
A large audience welcomed the star and 
his fellow players with cordilality, and gave 
the piece a respectful if not enthusiastic 
hearing. 

It is to be regretted that with the excep- 
tion of one act and scene “‘ Man Proposes ”’ 
was a disappointment. It has simple but 
pretty and effective rural English stage pic- 
tures, its rdles with one or two exceptions 
have been well cast, but save for the third 
act and possibly part of the last the play 
drags, and is painfully reminiscent of an 
old time, commonplace novel dealing with 
commonplace English country life. Milter, 
however, found his opportunity in the third

MICROBES ON COIN DIE HARD. 


New York Health Officer Says They 
Will Live Two Days and Carry 
Disease. 


‘ 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—Represent- 
ative Gaines of Tennessee today laid before 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency a letter from Dr. Thomas Darlington, 
health officer of New York City, giving the 
result of his investigation of coin and paper 
money to determine the extent it may be 
a conveyor of disease germs. Bacteria, ac- 
cording to the report, will not live longer 
than forty-eight hours on silver, nickel, and 
copper coin. Two dirty bills were washed, 
and one was found to contain 125,000 bac- 
teria, the other 176,000. Two comparatively 
new bills contained respectively 2,250 and 
2,000 germs. The report says: “ Upon/all 
were found staphylococci, proving ‘that 
money may carry disease.”’ 


CITY’S CLERKS TALK STRIKE. 


Demand Pay for Overtime Work and 
Finally Decide to Resort to the

City hall clerks yesterday talked strike and 
then decided to goto law instead.

THE MERGER CASE. 

The, Supreme court has decided for the 
government in the Northern Securities case, 
It has sustained the action of President 
Roosevelt in ordering suit begun to test the 
validity of the merger of the Northern Pa- 
‘cific and Great Northern roads. He was 
denounced for that by the financiers who 
are interested in the Northern Securities 
company. They called him an “ unsafe” 
man, a menace to the business interests of 
the country, who must not be reélected.

Mecision had been a unanimous one, but it 
js hard to get the nine justices, who are men 
of ability and force of character, to agree 
concerning any important matter, unless, 
indeed, it bée’ one involving the dignity and 
prerogatives of members of the Supreme 
court. There they area unit. All the great 
questions’ which have come before that tri- 
hunal of late years have been determined 


by a divided court. 


For all practical ae the decision of 
five justices counts for as much as that of 
nine. It is settled now that the consolida- 
tion of competing roads through the ma- 
chinery of a holding company is illegal. It 
has: been decided again that all contracts in 
restraint of trade, whether reasonable or 
unreasonable, are prohibited by the Sher- 
man law, and that congress has power to 
“enact that prohibition. The power of con- 
gress to control interstate commerce, says 
the’court, is complete, and it has the right 
to adopt all appropriate means to regulate 
protect that commerce. 

“he government assailed the company 
‘because it saw in it a corporation organized 
‘to restrict interstate commerce by suppress- 
ing competition. The Supreme court de- 
cides that the corporation has been attacked 
with good cause and must go out of business. 

The government has won a great legal 
victory. Its right arm has been strength- 
ened for the contest with certain forms of 
trusts. But it cannot be claimed that com- 
petition hetween the Great Northern and 
the Northern Pacific has been restored. Mr. 
J. J. Hill says: “The properties of the 
Northern Securities are still there. They 
are as geod as ever.” They are controlled 
by men who do not believe in free and unre- 
strained competition. The communities 
served by the two roads will see no change 
in the situation so far as they are concerned 
after the decision. 


BE NOT BOASTERS. -. 

“Let not him that girdeth on his harness 
boast himself as he that putteth it off.” That 
was the answer of Ahab, king of Israel, to 
the boastings of Ben-hadad, king of Syria, 
to the effect that he would make short work 
of the children of Israel. Ahab was Iater 
defeated and forced to beg for peace. Itis 
dificult for peoples and generals to heed 
zood advice, even when they find it in the 
bible, and there have been many instances 
since Ahab’s day when the bitterness of 
defeat has been intensified by the remem- 
brance of the boastful predictions of a swift 
and easy victory which preceded it. 

According to a St. Petersburg dispatch 
Gen. Kouropatkin made the boast on the 
eve of his departure for the far east to take 
command of the Russian forces that he 
expected to drive the Japanese out of Corea, 
to invade Japan, and to dictate terms of 
peace at Tokio in July. Perhaps he did not 
say it. But other generals have made re- 
marks equally as foolish as this one ascribed 
to” Kouropatkin. 

When Gen. Buller was leaving for the 
front in the Transvaal he predicted a 
“ military parade” and a “‘ Christmas din- 
ner in Pretoria.” After he came in contact 
with the Boers at Ladysmith he ceased 
making predictions. When Napoleon III. 
declared war against Prussia the French 
people and the rest of mankind were invited 
to witness the spectacle of a military prom- 
enade to Berlin. They saw Sedan instead. 

Xerxes marched to Greece with nations at 
his heels vowing that he would “ eat up” 
the country. He saw his fleet destroyed at 
Salamis and fled home. Charles XII. set 
out to conquer the Russians, for whom he 
had great contempt, and had to take refuge 
with the Turks. 

Bragging is not confined to military men. 
Civilians take a hand and vaunt the superior 
fighting qualities of their fellow country- 
men and inferentially theirown. Before the 
first bloody encounters of the civil war it was 
the outsfipken belief of southerners that any 
one of them could whip five Yankees. As 
they underestimated the bravery of the 
Yankees, so did many northern men under- 
estimate the fighting’capacity of the south- 
erners and the duration of the war. Mr. 
Seward may be pardoned for his assertion 
that it would last only three months, It 
was his wish to make foreign governments 
believe the rebellion was a trivial affair. 
There were other northern men who during 
the earier part of 1861 argued that the union 
armies had only to march on the enemy to 
overcome him. 

Just before the outbreak of the present 
war the Russians were wont to speak of the 
Japanese as “monkeys with the brains of 


birds.” The Muscovites, however, have al- 
ready revised their opinions. Their official 
proclamations now refer to the Japs as 
“courageous and crafty foes.” 

It is a blunder to overvalue an adversary 
and be afraid to take the offensive. Itisa 
greater blunder to undervalue him, to pro- 
claim the fact’ to the world, and go out to 
thrash him only to be discomfited. Then 
the world laughs, as it will laugh at Gen. 
Kouropatkin if, instead of his driving the 
Japanese out of Corea, they drive him out 
of Manchuria. ake

world seems to have accepted the dictum of 
medical stience which makes a potential 
pariah of the victim of tuberculosis. More 
than that, denying himself the sympathetic 
but unscientific concern that might still be 
his, the pariah has accepted the inevitable. 
Wittingly the hotel] management has had 
no place for him. Grudgingly the native 
settler of the place that has been vaunted as 
a climatic specific for his disease is making 
way for him with a scowl. Civic pride in 
the western plains town long ago protested 
at the notoriety that came of being pro- 
claimed a health resort. Out of all this the 
victim of tuberculosis in his own Household 
was quick to take upon himself the onus 
of contamination and the fear of infection 
for his family. 

Here in the light of science comes the 
philosophy of the out of doors cure for the 
disease. Before it was exploited in Chicago 
some one had made the epigram apropos of 
tuberculosis that “too much air is just 
enough.” With the back yard tent in all 
weathers and the sleeping bag in the season 
of cold, this almost insufficient superfiuity 
of air is made possible cheaply and at 
home. The pariah separates himself from 
his own, and in doing so is spared the hor- 
rors of contaminating on all sides and in 
every touch the sufferers from his ill. 
passing the proposition of the effect 
of the outer air upon the victim of tubercu- 
losis, one cannot escape the results of the 
crowded indoor life in the fostering and 
spread of the disease. By analogy the 
claims for the tented door yard must be con- 
sidered. Scientifically it must be recognized 
that the subject has been given some of the 
best thought in Chicago. Of the first prac- 
tical consideration for the masses is the 
cheapness of the experiment. It becomes 
available long before the’ average wage 
earner has approached a hospital condition. 
At no stage does it present the hopeless, 
grisly aspect of the sanitarium at Dunning, 
just as in no respect does it contemplate the 
thousands of dollars of expenditures in that 
institution. 

Logically, from the point of view of selfish 
interests, no physician would tolerate tuber- 
culosis for a moment if he might abolish it 
at a stroke. Itis a hurt to hisincome. He 
is in earnest when he proposes an earnest 
remedy. The back yard tent is entitled to 
an earnest consideration on the part of the 
afflicted.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

RCHDUKE JOSEPH FERDINAND of 
Austria has not merried Anne Mitzko, 
daughter of “mine host" of the res- 

taurant and inn, “ Zum Alten Schot- 
tenthor,” at Vienna, and the stories 

cabled to this country to the effect that they 
had been eeclesiastically wedded are without 
foundation. While it is true that the arch- 
duke was for a time fnterested in the girl, 
who ts good looking, he broke off all relations 
with her several months ago, and is at the 
present moment in negotiation for the hand 
of a royal princess, a daughter of the duke of 
Parma. 

The archduke in question is the second son 
of the grand duke of Tuscany, and aroused 
some comment by the active part which he 
took a year ago in persuading his eldest 
brother, Leopold, to renounce his title and 
prerogatives as archduke and as a member 
of the sovereign house of Hapsburg in order 
to become a Swiss citizen under the name of 
Leopold Wolfling. 

Few people abroad realized at the time the 
extent of this sacrifice on the part of the ex- 
Archduke Leopold, a sacrifice which was not 
perhaps wholly voluntary. For his father, 
the grand duke of Tuscany, is 70 years of age, 
and between the latter and the throne of 
Austria-Hungary there are only the lives of 
the aged emperor, of the Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand, who is married morganatically, 
and whose children are barred in consequence 
from the succession: his brother Otto and 
the latter’s.two boys, of whom the elder is 
delicate; Otto’s younger brother, Ferdinand 
Charles, who has just been sent off on a six 
months’ tour abroad by the emperor in order 
to break off his infatuation for the daughter 
of Prof. Czuber, and the emperor’s younger 
brother, Archduke Louis Victor, now 62 years 
old, unmarried, and in such feeble health 
physically as well as mentally that he has 
been obliged to withdraw from Vienna into 
seclusion at Meran. 

From this ft will be seen that whén Arch- 
duke Leopold gave up his membership of the 
imperial family and his prerogatives as a 
scion of the house of Hapsburg. he at the 
same time surrendered prospects that were 
by no means remote of becoming one day 
emperor af Austria-Hungary. His second 
brother, Joseph Ferdinand, {s much more 
long headed and ambitious and has not the 
slightest intention of sacrificing his rights of 
succession to the throne for the sake of any 
mere “ affaire de cceur.”’ 

The young crown prince of Japan has de- 
veloped a pronounced taste for motoring, and 
may be seen flying about the suburbs of Tokio 
in an up te date automobile, being so thor- 
oughly acquainted with the mechanism there- 
of that he Is able to dispense with the services 
of a chauffeur. Indeed, most of the time he fs 


of Sarrazin, who was formerly his French 
tutor, but whom he has now attached to his 
household as one of his gentlemen wait- 
ing, and the only foreign member of his estab- 
lishment. — 

The crown prince is much more up to date 
than his father, whereas the latter speaks 
no foreign language the prince is fluent both 
in English and French, and while the em- 
peror or “‘tenno,”’ has a large seraglio the 
crown prince has but one wife. Moreover, he 
is approachable, entirely devoid of affecta- 
tion, genial and familiar with his many 
friends, and thoroughly in touch with the 
people, who, owing to this, will experience 
when he succeeds to the throne some difficulty 
in attributing to him the species of divinity 
which they accord to the mikado. 

The latter offers but little resemblance to 
tbe portraits which are continually being 
published of him, and which have been doing 
service for fifteen or twenty years. He has 
become much more heavy faced and portly, 
and the appearance which he presents 
mounted on the old Japanese pony which he 
insists on riding is neither military nor yet 
impressive, sitting as he does all bundled up 
and with a pronounced stoop in an ill fitting 
uniform, since his person fs so sacred that 
no tailor is ever allowed to measure him for 
his clothes. There is,. indeed, nothing in his 
appearance of the trimnéss, the nattiness, 
and the elegance that distinguish the 
charming empress, who has a kind word for 
every one and has taken an active part in 
fostering the western civilization of Japan. 
She has no children, and the crown prince's 
mother is one of the deputy wives or 
‘“‘megakes ” of the emperor. 

It is from the court of Japan that Europe 
derives that particular phase of etiquette 
which requires women to close their sun- 
shades and men to close their umbrellas 
when royalty passes by in token. of defer- 
ence. Nowhere do the umbrella and the 
sunshade play so great a rdéle as in the 
orient, especially In Japan, where the um- 
brella or sunshade are almost as indispensa- 
ble and as ubifjuitous as the eternal fan. 
Men, women, and children all carry both the 
one and the other, and the moment that 
either the emperor or empress, the crown 
prince or the crown princess drive through 
the streets of Tokio every umbrella is closed, 
no matter how hot the sun or heavy the rain. 
Any failure to accord this tribute of respect, 
either on the part of natives or foreigners, 
being likely to lead to serious trouble. 

In Europe empresses, queens, and prin- 
cesses of the blood are accustomed to permit 
their ladies in attendance to make use of 
their parasols. But no woman presented to 
royalty out of doors and engaged by the lat- 
ter in conversation would dream of keeping 
her sunshade open unless specially author- 
ized to do so, while when meeting royalty 
cut driving strict etiquette requires, as in 
Japan, that the parasol should be not merely 
lowered but closed., 


The revelations which have lately bedh 
taking place in the Paris press in connec- 
tion with the alleged readiness of the Rus- 
sian government.to assist France at the 
time of the latter’s difficulty with England 
in connection with Fashoda on the Nile have 
brought to light something that will possibly 
be of interest to a good many people in this 
country. It will be remembered that four 
and five years ago there was a most discon- 
certing amount of leakage from the French 
department of foreign affairs, matters con- 
tinually finding their way into the newspa- 
pers which were most annoying, both to the 
authorities at the Quai d’Orsay and to the 
foreign envoys who had business there. 

It mow turns out that the person respon- 
sible for most of these indiscretions was Lord 
Sac'sville’s French son-in-law, M. Salanson, 
who was for some years secretary of the 
French legation at Washington, and after- 
wards for a time stationed in a similar 
capacity at St. Petersburg before being 
forced to abandon the service of the gov- 
ernment, and losing his wife, who is not 
merely separated from him, but I believe also 
divorced. As Salanson’s name has been 
printed within the last two weeks in a num- 
ber of the French newspapers as the author 
of those “indiscretions diplomatiques”’ at 
the close of the last century, I take it for 
granted that there can be no objection to 
making the fact known here. 

I may add that monetary troubles con- 
tributed in no smafl degree to part Gabriel 
Salanson and his English wife, whose father, 
Lord Sackville, failed to come to their as- 
sistance, and in fact stopped Mrs. Salan- 
son’s allowance, taking the ground that she 
had no real claim upon him since she was not 
his legitimate daughter. In fact, no mention 
‘of her name will be found in any of the peer- 
‘ages“and standard works of reference, in 
which Lord Sackville is recorded as unmar- 
ried.

Emperor William has at length found it 
practicable to take a stép which is bound 
to increase his popularity greatly in Alsace 
and Lorraine.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


LECKY’S “FRENCH REVOLUTION.”’ 
Three Chapters from His History of Eng- 
land Published Separately. 

In the late W. E. H. Lecky’s “ History of 
England in the Eighteenth Century ”’ there 
are three chapters on the causes of the 
French revolution which describe the prog- 
ress of that event until the outbreak of the 
war with England. These three chapters 
have been lifted from their original place by 
Henry Eldridge Bourne of the Western Re- 
gerve university and printed in separate 
form. by D. Appleton & Co. under the title 
“THE FRENCH REVOLUTION.” Under 
the circumstances Mr. Lecky did not go into 
the internal history of the French revolution 
in the same way he would have done had it 
been his principal theme, but he brings out 
with great clearness and in a most interest- 
ing manner its influence upon English and 
European politics. 

-Prof. Bourne need not apologize for detach- 
ing a portion of a larger work in this way. 
He has performed a distinct service to lovers 
of history and particularly to students of 
the French revolution, and his task has been 
accomplished without doing any violence to 
the original work. The early and significant 
period of the revolution is treated in a mas- 
terly way by Lecky, and itis an adyantage 
to students to have the great historian’s work 
separated in the present manner. Prof. 
Bourne has added some historical notes, and 
there is a complete index.

LIVE ON 16 CENTS A DAY 
AT THE PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


‘Supt. MacQueary Gives Figures to Prove 
It and Then Shows the Menus to 
Teachers at the Board Rooms. 


That a person can live on 16 cents a day 
was the assertion of Supt. .Thomas Mac- 
Queary of the Parental school before a body 
of teachers interested in domestic science at 
the board of education rooms yesterday. 

Supt. MacQueary submitted figures repre- 
senting the total cost of food for an average 
attendance of 157 boys and thirty employés 
at the Parental school last year. The food 
bill for the year for the 187 persons amounted 
10$11,089, which is 164% cents a day each. 

“Most of the boys come to us underfed, 
and still a greater number are physically 
undeveloped,’’ declared Supt. MacQueary. 
“Tie frst aim is to reconstruct the boys 

piy@tally.. That is done, first, by plenty

LESSON NO. 187— a 
avon Diet and Care of Chil 


[Lecture by Dr. W gives at the 
School of Domestic Arts and Science, 89 State 
street, on Monday, March 14.) i 


N spite of the storm a large number of 
mothers came to hear Dr. Christopher 
Monday morning. They were nearly all 
young mothers, to whom the care of lit- 
tle children has been given, and their 

eagerness to do the best with these little 
ones was shown in the close attention with 
which he was followed. : 
bs “The importance,” said Dr. Christopher, 
of such work as this school is doing is so 
great that doctors, busy as we are, are glad 
to help it along, glad to see an interest of this 
kind in the wonten of today. The whole 
question of foods is most important, but 
generally misunderstood. People persist in 
regurding the regulation of the fod@s as a 
matter of prescription and demand a list of 
foods. digestible and foods indigestible, not 
realizing that the important questions are 
& properly balanced diet and proper quan- 
tity. A child under my care was being given 
barley water and the father’ could not see 
why having barley water he should not 
have caulifiower; barley and caulifiower both 
belong to the vegetable world, and he could 
not distinguish any difference.” 

He ther-entered into a description of the 
three great properties of foods, the a, b, 
at Ry: this problem which men of science 
still find it necessary to give to grown up 
women—proteid, fats, and starches. He then 
discussed the needs of infants, of what the 
French call first infancy and second in- 
fancy, The great change in dietary needs 
which occurs then and the great impor- 
tance of knowing just how and where to 
make these changes. The important food el- 
ement for which the demand of the body 
changes at this period is fat. The best forms 
of fat and symptoms of fat starvation are 
things which every mother should under- 
stand. Besides the three properties needed 
there is another element or quality in food 
required by children, the anti scorbutic prop- 
ertics of fruit and uncooked milk, and there 
comes a time when the denial and withhold- 
ing of this will result in scurvy. It seems 
strange that this disease which we always 
associate with sailors on a diet of salt meat 
far at sea should be found in well to do homes 
in such a city as this. It is not a disease of 
the slums, as is rickets. The causes and pre- 
vention of these were then described. 


That the tendencies of parents are visited 
on children is seen in nothing more than in 
gouty conditions, and these are often dis- 
cernible soon after birth, and the physician 
can safely prophesy that if the babe does 
not meet with fire, flood, or famine he will 
die of one ofthe many forms of gout. This 
inherited tendency can be partly ameliorated 
by diet, and he then gave instructions along 
this line. 

‘ Carbohydrate starvation is only shown in 
infants by loss of weight. A babé deprived 
of sugar and starch had a half an ounce 
a day of sugar added to his diet and he at 
once gained an ounce a day. This is a fine 
illustration of a balanced diet. The addi- 
tion of a small amount of a needed property 
so perfected assimilation that nutrition at 


— 


once advanced. No child advances through 
the various stages of birth according to 
rule, but should approximate the normal, and 
if he does not grow according to a given ratio 
there is something wrong in the nutrition. 
Dr. Christopher showed clearly the great 
need of understanding the needs of the dif- 
ferent ages and of meeting them with proper 
changes of diet. 


‘ 

A most interesting study was made of the 
boys at the John Worthy school, and it was 
found that the evidence of malnutrition 
was more evident as-the boys advanced to 
maturity. Boys of 10 were 99 per cent nor- 
mal weight, while at 16 they had fallen to 92 
per cent, with only 75 per cent of the power 
of endurance. 

From this element of the community come 
the delinquents. Those working with large 
masses of children know the crimes com- 
mitted against them in the matter of diet. 
Children go to school with a breakfast of a 
pennyworth of candy or a giass of beer or 
What sort of future citizens are 

ere 

The entire list of stimulants for children 
Dr. Christopher condemned—tea, coffee, 
cocoa. There was great surprise over the lat- 
ter being included in the list, but there it 
was, and there it staid, in spite of the in- 
credulity of some. °The great interest shown 
in the recommendation concerning the even- 
ing meal showed that to be a mooted question 
in many homes, The normal appetite and 
its true function is subject to much discus- 
sion. The» normal appetite is a true guide, 
but one must watch all the various signal 
stations of the body to be sure that the ap- 
petite is not abnormally large. When food 
is not wanted it is best not taken, because it 
indicates that either the body is overstocked 
or not in working order and cannot use the 
fuel given it. This condition should not be 
allowed to persist, and if the appetite is large 


‘it should be observed whether the period of 


growth warrants it or whether it is abnormal. 


The question of candy was touched upon 
and an immediate alertness was noticeable. 
The question depends, first of all, upon the 
child. Has it a gouty tendency or not: sec- 
ondly, upon the rest of the diet. It is nota 
question of candy as candy, but of candy as 
carbohydrate. the child enough of this 
much important property? If not it can have 
part in candy in proper form, quantity, and 
at proper times. 

Dr. Christopher closed his lecture with 
a warning against the attempt at being too 


scientific and dogmatic. Learn the food. 


roperties, the ratio of growth or child sys- 
tem of malnutrition, and arrange diet on 
the needs of the individual worked out from 
this foundation. 

Fair ladies, this is no cut and dried rule 
which you can take, and if it does not work, 
say Dr. Christopher said so. It is the call 
upon women to understand the importance of 
their calling and to study carefully the. 
question of dietetics and the individual child.

A decision in favor of the local boy, figur- 
ing the fight as closely as it might have been 
figured correctly, would have caused consid- 
erable dissatisfaction and for that reason 
“the verdict was about the best that could 
have been rendered. 

On aggressiveness, number of blows land- 
ed, and all around fighting Yanger showed 
by far to the better advantage. Herrera ex- 
celled in clean cut work, and the holding he 
indulged in after the third round, when hard 

shed, was offset by Benny's rough tactics 

close quarters. At that, he did not pull, 
maul, slash in with both hands, nor force 
Aurelia into corners and against the four 
sides of the ropes, as he had done in some of 
his previous fights, but the little he did in- 
dulge in was more apparent because the

Herrera’s Style of Play. 


Hie deliveries, as a rule, were well timed, 
‘and he was overly careful not to cut loose with 
full force whem Yanger was backing away 
or at a distance which would cause him to 
overreach, and by so doing drop into a hard 
right hand cross counter. He stabbed Benny 
with straight left handers quite frequently, 
and also hooked in some hard ones with the 
same member, some of which hit the right 
spot, while others were cleverly blocked or 
nicely countered. He tried repeatedly but 
unsuccessfully to coax Yanger to him with 
teasing open hand left slaps, or to shoot over 
@ short downward. right hook. but Benny 
invariably slipped inside of them, taking 
them on the left ear or on the left side of the 
head. Any of these blows, had it landed, 
would have put Benny to the bad. Asit was, 
quite a few of them spun him around, and 
one of them caught him off balance and sent . 
him sprawling on all fours. 

From the Yanger end it might be said he 
did not fight up to his standard. His rushing, 
boring tactics and slashing away with both 
hands, which made him famous as one of the 
best infighters in the country, was ifn evi- 
dence in spots only. He fought the greater 
part of the battle at long range. depending, 
‘it appeared, on his science at that style of 
miliing to defeat his man.

“He started off like a -winner by cleverly 
Blocking Herreéra’s left leads and scoring 
lefts at face and body.

Salt Lake, Utah, March 14.—[Special.]— 
Representative Gentiles, without regard to 
party affiliation, gathered tonight to protest 
against the statement of President Smith 
of the Mormon church that the people of 
Utah condoned the offense of polygamy to 
which he had confessed. The meeting adopt- 
ed a memorial “ To the congress and the peo- 
ple of the United States,” vigorously denoun- 
cing Smith and his associates. The protest 
says the people of Utah consider the testi- 
mony of Smith a libel on their citizenship and 
conscience and calls for a continuance of the 
investigation, declaring that more startling 
facts will be unearthed. 

Joseph F. Smith, president of the Mormon 
church, reached home today and was given 
a& warm welcome by the apostles in town and 
by his several families. President Smith 
went at once to the Bee Hive house, the 
official residence, where he held a private 
levee all the afternoon. From this meeting 
all but the Mormon chiefs and their imme- 
diate families were excluded. His five wives 
were present and also many of the children. 

After two hours spent in handshaking and 
kissing, the five wives repaired to their 
five respective residences, and then 
Smith commenced to make the rounds 
of their houses. He went from one 
to another of his five places of abode until 
nightfall, when he was obliged to attend 
an important meeting of the apostles and 
the Seventies.

GOVERNMENT SUES JUDGE WING. 


Federal Judge at Cleveland Is Accused 
of Preventing Exclusion of Chi- 
nese Immigrants. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—In the Su- 
preme court today the government of the 
United States, through Attorney General 
Knox, applied for a writ of mandamus to 
compel Judge Francis J. Wing of the United 
States District court of the Northern district 
of Ohio to take legal action with respect to 
certain Chinese exclusion cases. This is the 
first time in the history of the Supreme court 
that the government has sought a writ of 
mandamus against a federal judge. 

Attorney General Knox maintains that 
Judge Wing, in holding unconstitutional! that 
part of the Chinese exclusion law which pro- 
vides for the deportation of alien Chinese 
after a hearing before a United States com- 
missioner, is proceeding contrary to decisions 
of the United States Supreme court. 

According to Attorney General Knox, the 
proceedings in Judge Wing's court are pecu- 
liar. Chinese said to be in this country un- 
lawfuly were taken before United States 
Commissioner Simpson and by him ordered 
deported. Their counsel then went before 
Judge Wing with proceedings on appeal, and 
on the showing made the judge released 
them. Subsequently Judge Wing refused to 
take the necessary steps to have the papers 
filed in the District court, which would en- 
able the government to appeai the cases to 
the United States Supreme court. He held 
the proceedings before him on appeal from 
the United States commissioner were be 
fore him as judge and were not before the 
District court, and that none of the papers,. 
therefore, should be filed by the clerk of his 
court. 


Judge Wing Explains His Ruling. 

Cleveland, O., March. 14.—Judge Wing to- 
day made the following statement: 

‘‘The district judge heard the case and 
declared that part of the law which allowed 
the arrest of any person in the community,

Mrs. R. W. E. Summerville, who after her 
marriage one week ago, claimed to be the 
discarded daughter of John B. Kirk, yester- 
day disappeared from the boarding house at 
1021 Ayars court.

Continued Decrease in Visible 
Supply Main Factor in 
Moderate Advance. 


‘SOME SNOW IN KANSAS. 


But Most Important Part of State 
~ Gets Little--Corn and Oats 
Move Slightly. 


It snowed in Kansas, foreign markets were 
@enerally weak or indifferent to the sharp 
advance made here Saturday, and statistics 
from the other side looked bearish. But in 
spite of these influences the wheat market 
Was strong except for one period of weak- 
ness at the opening and another following a 
quick advance in the first half hour. The big 
decrease of 1,262,000 bu in the visible supply, 
nearly double that of a year ago, when the 
stocks decreased only 691,000 bu, although 
primary receipts were smaller then and ex- 
ports larger than they were last week, was 
an important influence. 

Cash markets were strong everywhere, and 
that had a good deal to do with the advances, 
while the late recovery was helped by re- 
ports that the snows in Kansas had not 
reached as far west as the main wheat belt 
of the state. Offerings were mainly local, 
and commission buying persistent, with the 
result that prices at their best showed gains 
of to and closed steady to higher 
for the day. The September deliveries were 
relatively weak. closing unchanged. The 
May sold from 95c early to97\4c and closed at 
G6%ic, a net gain of %c.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


The committee investigating the Horsford 
‘system of clearing trades will not report to 
the directors today, but will hold anether 
meeting tomorrow. The greatest objection 
to the adoption of the system, in the minds 
of some of the committee, seems to be that 
under it any interest manipulating a market 
and forcing high prices would have the op- 
portunity of collecting differences all the 
way up to the market price. If, under such 
conditions, wheat should sell up to $2.00, while 
cash wheat might not be worth over 85c 
commercially, differences would be collected 
up to the top price. It has been suggested 
that the clearing house committee might call 
excessive margins on the manipulator, as 
high as 25c a bu, but that, it is claimed, 
might not be enough to cover possible breaks 
in a short time, as prices might tumble 50c tu 
a dollar on the closing out of a deal. This is 
considered the greatest drawback to the 
adoption of such a system at present, al- 
though some method may be devised of meet- 
ing it. 

The decreases in the visible supply of wheat 
continue to puzzle the trade. -Stocks de- 
creased 1,362,000 bu for the week, compared 
with a decrease of 691,000 bu the correspond- 
ing week last year, although primary re- 
ceipts for the week were larger than a year 
ago and export clearances much smaller. 
The figures suggest either a much heavier 
domestic consumption of flour or a steady 
accumulation of flour stocks, perhaps a little 
of both. Stocks of flour at the leading mar- 
kets are comparatively small, 498.000 bris on 
March 1, against 563,000 bris on Feb. 1, and 
610,000 bris on March 1, 1903. 

A New York stock news bureau sent out 
the following information as to doings in the 
wheat market here: ‘‘Fourof the most prom- 
inent stock exchange houses are understood 
to have formeda pool in May and July wheat, 
and to have accumulated about 4,000,000 bu 
of May and July wheat during the last week. 
The average price paid for May was about 
98c, and the average price for July was about 
91%c. The clique is closely allied with some 
of the most active operators in wheat in Chi- 
cago, and its members are confident that 
both months will sell well above $1.00 per bu.” 


The local sample wheat market was strong 
on buying by one of the elevator interests, 
prices generally steady to 1c higher. There 
was no advance in the No. 2red. There were 
bids from the east for No. 1 northern wheat 
at 1%c under May, but apparently none for 
sale by holders at less than le under. There 
were some claims that the business on Satur- 
day to eastern millers amounted to 250,000 
bu, although there was no positive confirma- 
tion of so large an amount. 

The Spencer-Milliken party, who were the 
bulls on December wheat in St. Louis and 
are the holders of the cash stocks there, won 
a victory over their shorts when the courts 
yesterday dissolved an injunction restrain- 
ing them from forcing a settlement at 92c, 
which was the price fixed by the committee 
of the exchange. The price of cash wheat 
has not been under that figure since, and it 


closed yesterday at 99%c, a gain of 1%c for 
the day. ‘ 


The selling of ribs by Booth was supposed © 


to be for Oaks, a rich Illinois speculator. 
The sales were fully 1,500,000 lbs, and heavy 
selling of pork by Fyfe-Manson was traced 
by the pit to the same source. It was long 
stuff, and presumably did not have much 
profit leftinit. The crowd thought there was 
buying of short ribs for John Cudahy and the 
Cudahy Packing company in half million lots 
earlier in the day. , 

A turn for the better in the hog situation, 
which had some influence on provisions, was 
the improvement in the weight for the week. 
The official] figures were 210 lbs, the best so 
far this year. They compare with 199 lbs the 
week before, 215 ibs a year ago, and 217 lbs in 
1902. Quality was said to have shown some 
improvement, but the movement is not so 
large as it was a fortnight ago. 

Strength in the northwest markets was a 


potent factor in rallying wheat from the 


early weak spell. The Minneapolis advance 
was 1%@1%c and the premium of their fu- 
tures over the local market has increased in 
a week from 5c on the July delivery to 5%c. 
Their May delivery has held at a premium 
of about 2%c. 


English consols sold up %c, an advance 
which helped turn the wheat market weak, 
the supposition being it was on some news 
from the far east, but it was reported later 
to be on buying by the English governmen 
for the sinking fund, 


A Rosario cable reported the railroad 
strike continuing, tonnage abundant, and 
wheat sellers firm. The demand for steam’ 
tonnage reported dull and weak, the number 
of vessels in port increased by fresh arrivals. 


An Antwerp cable said: ‘‘Good demand for 
good quality wheat; think prices apt to hold 
firm.”

Say Steel Market Improves. 

Announcement is made in New York that 
the steel companies of the United States are 
openly discouraging export trade in iron and 
steel because they believe that for the rest 
of the year domestic consumption will re- 
quire all of the home output. 

The basis of the announcement is declared 
to be the direct result of improving conditions 
in all departments of iron and steel trade 
with the sole exception of railroad material. 
The steel people affect to believe that by the 
middle of May demands of consumers will 
be so great that 90 per cent of all the mills 
will be necessary to meet them. Export 
trade under such conditions would be car- 
ried on at a sacrifice, as the tonnage sent 
abroad at cost could be sold here at a large 
profit. 

Earnings Reported by Dun. 

According to Dun, February earnings are 
slightly improved over January and show 
that the loss in both months is due in part 
to interruption of traffic by storms. Total 
gross earnings of all United States roads re- 
porting for the month are $41,337,255, a loss 
of 7-10 per cent.

Hotel Men Also Try to Enforce 
the Anti-Spitting Law in 
Their Buildings. 


Many lodging house doors were shut to 
tuberculosis victims yesterday. The propri- 
etors have been alarmed by the exposure of 
existing conditions by the reports from the 
Dunning hospital, and the clerks were in- 
structed to turn away all consumptive look- 
ing men. 

“Ts your health good?” inquired Clerk 
Kauffman of the Palisade, 310 Clark street, 
of an emaciated lodger at the desk. 

“TI guess so,’ was the reply. ‘‘I have a 
cold.’’ 

*“ Well, you'll have to get a certificate from 
the health department before you can sleep 
here.” 

The knowledge that the city health in- 
spectors were making a rigid examination 
of the cheap hotels in State and Clark streets 
had another noticeable effect—in every lodg- 


ing house there was a thorough house clean-

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ing, and all showed the salutary effects of 
plenty of sdap and hot water. By afternoon 
nearly all the houses were clean enough to 
pass muster.

Early in the day the health department 
began its investigation. © | 

“How many consumptives have you in 
your lodging ho ?’ asked Dr. Heman 
Spalding of T. D. McGuire. 

“ Not one,”’ was the emphatic reply. “ We 
won't have them. We can’t afford to take 
any chances.” 

Similar replies were received from propri- 
etors of other lodging houses. If there were 
any victims of tubercolosis in the best known 
houses yesterday they were kept carefully 
concealed from the inspectors. 

Some effort also was made to enforce anti- 
Spitting regulations. It was not well re- 
eeived by some of the lodgers, but at the 
three McGuire houses managers ‘insisted 
that cuspidors be used. 

“A man can’t spit in a street car, and now 
you won't let him spit on the floor of his 
hotel.” growled a grizzled peddler at the 
Peerless. 117 West Madison street. “‘ This 
town is getting altogether too particular.”

Br. Dickinson Suggests That Iroquois

Dr. Frances Dickinson, medical college presi- 
dent and club woman, suggests that if 
enough money cannot be raised to build a 
big institution she would recommend es- 
tablishing several little hospitals on wheels. 
df plenty of funds are raised she would have 
at least one little “‘ automobile hospital ’’ 
anyway. 

Eight years of practical experience in 
treating emergency cases in the downtown 
district has convinced Dr. Dickinson that 
her plan is practical. In her opinion hun- 
dreds of lives have been lost in Chicago be- 
cause hospitals are stationary. 

The hospital on wheels Dr. Dickinson 
Suggests is as large as a department store 
truck, but has the appearance of a house- 
boat. It ts propelled, heated, and lighted by 
electricity. 

The big vehicle is fitted up in the forecastle 
fora dispensary and abaft for an operating 
room. It contains a table and surgical in- 
struments. It is intended to take the place 
of the operating room of a “ stationary ”’ 
hospital and will earry a crew consisting of 
@ Surgeon and two graduate nurses.

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LAST STORM NEARLY PASSES 
CHICAGO’S RECORD FOR SNOW. 


Total for the Winter Is Now Over Fifty- 
_ five Inches—Clearing Weather Is the 
Forecast for Today. 


With a snowfall ©f more than eight inches 
during the last twenty-four hours the total 
for the winter has been increased to 55.4 
inches, the greatest snowfall for one season 
since the winter of 1892-98, when the pre- 
cipitation was 56.6 inches. The heaviest 
single snowfalls of which the local weather 
bureau has record were on Dec. 12, 1903, and 
Feb. 28, 1900, when the snow reached a depth 
of 11.8 inches. The heaviest March snowfall 
was on March 23-24, 1893, when 10 inches 
was recorded. 

Snow has fallen in Chicago as late as April 
and May, there having been a heavy fall on 
Easter Sunday, April 3, last year. The indi- 
cations are that the present season will break 
all records, as less than two inches of snow 
would be required to eclipse the record for 
the winter of 1982-’93. 
The present storm is scheduled.to end “ at 
any moment” today, according to Prof. Cox. 
The storm is now moving eastward. Its 
departure will be noted with especial satis- 
faction by Superintendentof Streets Doherty. 
“If any more snow falls this year it will 
have to lie on the ground untilit melts,’’ said 
Mr. Doherty yesterday. ‘* That applies not 
only to possible storms this spring, but any 
that may come the first part of next winter.”’ 
When the municipal appropriation was 
passed last week an extra $10,000 was added 
to the usual $50,000 alloted to the street de- 
partment. The $10,000 has been spent in 
street cleaning during the present snow 
storm. 

‘It would be a good thing,”’ said Mayor 
Uarrison, “ for some people who are always 
talking about how much better they do these 
things in New York to remember that we 
have spent $60,000 for snow cleaning this 
winter while New York has spent $650,000,”’ 

John M. Flood, 85 years old, was found dead 
at Sixty-fifth street and the Pennsylvania 
railroad track in the morning. He was a 
victim of the storm, death having been 
caused by exposure. 

Harry O. Geren of the local weather bu- 
reau has been transferred to Columbus, O., 
as chief assistant forecaster. Charles H. 
Bridges comes from Pueblo, Colo., to take 
the place left vacant here, and Clarence J. 
Root, an assistant to Forecaster Cox, will 
establish a new station at Charles City, Ia. 


SNOW COVERS A WIDE AREA. 


Chicago Storm Extends Over Illinois, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and Parts 
of Michigen, 


The snow storm which enveloped Chicago 
all day yesterday extended over INinois, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and Michigan. At Galva, 
Ill., the snow piled so heavily on the roof of 
a new Methodist tabernacle that it crushed 
the roof in, wrecking the building and seri- 
ously injuring one workman. 

At Rock Island, lll., the snow was a foot 
deep on the Jevel and all traffic tied up.

Plainfield, Wis., reports the worst snow 
storm of the year, and at Elkhorn there has 
been a fall of twenty inches. 

At Milwaukee the storm was reported by 
the weather bureau as the worst of the sea- 
son.

It would be bad 
economy to buy others even if the company 
had the money to do it with, as an entire 
reconstruction of the lines must be made 
soon and then the new cars would be useless. 


W. W. Gurley Testifies. 


W. W. Gurley, general counsel for the 
Union Traction company, was examined be- 
fore Master in Chancery Bishop by Moritz 
Rosenthal on behalf of the city as to how 
the proceedings by which the company was 
placed in the hands of receivers were con- 
ducted. 

It was the desire of Mr. Rosenthal to show 
that the proceedings were collusive between 
the street car company and the Guarantee 
company of New York, the complaining 
creditor, and prosecuted for the purpose of 
getting the protection of the federal court 
for the company’s claims under the ninety- 
nine year act. ; 

The most important testimony secured 
looking to this hypothesis was the statement 
that at the meeting when the receivership 
was determined on there had been no discus- 
sion of how the debts could be paid. The 
fact, which was already of record, was 
brought out that one of the notes on which 
judgment was taken was dated only two days 
before the application for a receivership, and 
another one week before. 

Company Badly Involved. 

Mr. Gurley testified that the first he knew 
of the application for receivers was on 
being summoned to Chicago from Asheville, 
N. C. ,to meet R. R. Govin and J. 8. Auer- 
bach. The meeting was for the purpose of 
determining on the receivers and drawing 
up the necessary application. Mr. Gurley 
further testified that he knew in a general 
way that the company was involved badly 
and that Treasurer Orde had had to go to 
New York a short time before to borrow 
$500,000 necessary to pay the taxes. This 
had been secured from the Guarantee com- 
pany. 


HUNGRY JURORS WIN LIBERTY 
- BY RETURNING FAKE VERDICT. 


Try to Break Down Door of Room When 
Bailiff Refuses to Go for Provistons— 
Ruse Brings Censure. 


After trying in vain to persuade the bailiff 
to let them out of the jury room so they might 
go and get something to eat, twelve jurymen 
in the case of Schaeffer versus Palmer, in 
Judge Donnelly’s court in Waukegan, tried 
to break out of the room, and, failing in this, 
hit upon another plan which proved success- 
ful. In accomplishing their purpose they 
received the most severe censure ever given 
a jury in Lake county. 

The jury went out Saturday noon, and as 
court adjourned at 3 o’clock Judge Donnelly 
ordered a sealed verdict returned. The jury 
deliberated long, but was unable to get a 
decision. The members vainly begged the 
bailiff to allow them to go for something to 
eat. They then took the hinges off the door 
and tried to escape. In this they were un- 
successful, and at 4 o’clock Sunday morning 
a new plan was decided upon. A verdict was 
drawn up which read: ‘* We, the jury, have 
agreed to disagree.”’ 

The verdict was sealed and handed to the 
bailiff. The latter allowed the jurors to de- 
part, which they did, laughing merrily. 

Judge Donnelly said yesterday that he felt 
inclined to fine every juror $25 for contempt 
for trying to break from the foom, for at- 
tempting to induce the bailiff to get pro- 
visions, and for sending in a bogus verdict. 


TESTIFIES FOR DISBARMENT 
OF ALEXANDER SULLIVAN. 


Former Bailiff James J. Lynch Tells 
Master Leaming That Accused Attor- 
ney Gave Him Money to Bribe Jurors. 


Alexander Sullivan yesterday figured as 
the respondent in disbarment proceedings 
brought before Master in Chancery Leam- 
ing by the Chicago Bar association. The 
principal witness for the association was 
James J. Lynch, the former bailiff, who told 
of Sullivan’s alleged methods of ‘fixing’ 
jurors in personal injury cases, while he 
was attorney for the West Chicago Street 
railway. Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes 
conducted the examination. 

Lynch said he was now living in New York. 
He admitted his acquaintance with Sullivan 
and told of receiving specific sums from the 
attorney for bribing jurors in cases against 
the traction company. 

After the publication of the jury bribing 
scandal in December, 1898, Lynch said Sul- 
livan had induced him to leave Chicago.

DIBTRIGH 18 UP AGAIN. 


SENATORS HEAR HIS DENIAL OF 
BRIBERY CHARGES. 


Before Testifying He Insists on Being 
Sworn and Then Tells How He Re- 
duced Rent of His Building from 
$1,700 to $1,300 Because of Protests— 
John D. Mines Says That $14,000 Ex- 
pense Account Talk Has No Founda- 
tion Whatever. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—The special 
committee appointed to investigate charges 
against Senator Dietrich of Nebraska re- 
sumed its hearings this afternoon, Senators 
Hoar and Spooner being present. 

Senator Dietrich took the stand and at his 
request was sworn, although Chairman Hoar 
stated that the practice of the senate had 
been not to swear a senator, He first re- 
viewed his election as governor and senator, 
and then in answer to Senator Hoar said: 

“TI have never received a cent for the ap- 
pointment of Jacob Fisher as postmaster.”’ 


Acknowledges Rent Contract. 


He stated that while he was governor he 
had made a contract with the postoffice de- 
partment for the rent of the Dietrich building 
at $1,700. This contract was made with 
Postmaster General Smith. He heard of 
protests regarding the rent toe be paid, and 
told Jacob Fisher that he would take $1,300 
for the building, although he felt that he 
ought not to pay for the fixtures. Mr. Fisher 
responded that he would pay for the fixtures. 
Mr. Dietrich declared that Jacob Fisher 
would have been postmaster no matter where 
the postoffice was located. He.denied that 
the deed of the postoffice property was made 
to his daughter so that he could lease his 
building to the government. 

In reply to a question from Senator Hoar, 
Mr. Dietrich said that never, directly or in- 
directly, had the question of money been 
suggested to any candidate or applicant for 
any position while he was governor or sen- 
ator, and he never had received, directly or 
indirectly, a cent for any appointment he has 
made.

PRESIDENT ENDS MORO TREATY. 


Sultan of Sulu’s Failure to Comply with 
Provisions Caused Action on 
March 2. 


Washington, D. C., March 14.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt has abrogated the treaty 
with the sultan of Sulu negotiated by Gen. 
Bates on Aug. 20, 18990. The treaty was ab- 
rogated on March 2 last, and this important 
action was kept a profound secret until it was 
disclosed today by Secretary Taft, who ap- 
peared before the insular affairs committee 
of the house to discuss Philippine legislation. 

The treaty was abrogated because the 
sultan of Sulu had failed to carry out his 
obligations. Gen. Wood was directed to 
notify the sultan of the action of the presi- 
dent, and it is feared that the sultan, who 
has absolutely failed to carry out his obliga- 
tions, may go on the warpath. 

There has been considerable dissatisfaction 
on the part of the president because of the 
action of the followers of the sultan, and on 
Jan. 30 Secretary Root instructed the Philip- 
pine commission to enact a law nullifying the 
treaty. Owing to the fact that it would take 
several months to accomplish this end by 
such means the president, with the advice of 
Secretary Taft, abrogated the treaty and-at 
once notified the Philippine government. 
Representative Crumpacker, after hearing 
the testimony of Secretary Taft on this sub- 
ject, introduced a bill confirming the action 


-of the president in abrogating the agreement 


with the sultan. 


Hostile Moros Repulsed. 


MANILA, March 13.—Maj. Gen. Leonard 
Wood reports an attack on a reconnoitering 
force east of Cottabato by a stréng party of 
Moros, made hostile by the passage of the 
anti-slavery law. The Moros’ position was 
shelled and the Moros flanked and the out- 
works taken. Twenty-one old Spanish and 
thirty-three Lantaka cannon were captured 
and large quantities of ammunition and sup- 
plies. There were no casualties on the 
American side.
